Tours Are 
Reduced 


WASHINGTON—The Army an- 
nounced a small Christmas present 
to men who have been extended 
by cutting two weeks or more 
from the time they’ll have to stay 
in involuntarily. 

The change was called a “minor 
adjustment” in the Army’s an- 
nouncement. The reduction in the 
time that service has been ex- 
tended means that no man 
whose release was scheduled in 
June will be extended, that those 
with a May ETS will get out in 
the month of May, although some 
will get out a few days to a couple 
of weeks late, as those with April 
ETSs get out during the first part 
of May.

Majors 


WASHINGTON—More than 10,- 
000 officers will be considered for 
temporary promotion to major by 
a selection board which. will meet 
on 23 January. 


In the primary zone, some 9579 
officers of nine promotion. lists 
are named in DA Circular 624-81, 
dated 24 Nov. 1961, as “eligible for 
cons‘deration.” In addition, there 
will be several hundred officers 
considered _from the “secondary 
zone,” picked as “truly outstand- 
ing.” 

Cut-off date, that is the promo- 
tion eligibility date of the junior 
officer on all nine lists in the 
primary zone, is 30 June 58. By 
regulation, secondary zone cut-off 
is three years in grade as of the 
last day of the year in which the 
selection board reports. Phis is 31 
Dec. 1959. 

Currently, there are something 
less than 2000 officers of all pro- 
motion lists on the recommended 
list for temporary promotion to 
major. At this week’s promotion 
rate (235), this is abou: two 
months’ worth of promotions. 

Of course, there is no assurance 
that promotions will continue at 
this “high” rate. But with the 
Regular (active) Army due to ex- 
pand, i. would appear that promo- 
tions will be good. The current 
major’s recommended list could 
well be used up by the end of 
March. ‘ 

In the primary zone totals to 
be considered for each list are: 
Army—7907; Chaplains—183; Wom- 
en’s Army Corps — 116; Medical 
Corps—299; Dental Corps — 167; 
Veterinary Corps — 21; Medical 
Service Corps—450; Army Nurse

Doomed Man Seeks Army ‘Witness’

SAN FRANCISCO — Convicted 
murderer Albert Lessard is sched- 
uled to go to his death in a Califor- 
nia Gas Chamber early next year 
unless an Army sergeant he claims 

_ to have travelled and shared a bot- 
tle with comes forward to verify 
Lessard’s story. 

Lessard, 30, was convicted in 
November of the knife slaying of a 
school teacher in a Market St. 
motel here on 16 June 1959, The 
victim, Joseph Mazeski, 26, had, in 
addition to the fatal wound, two 

ether stab wounds in the chest, 


four in the back plus more than 20 
cuts and bruises. 

At his trial, Lessard, who has a 
long criminal record, testified that 
he met Mazeski in a bar during the 
afternoon of 16 June, became 
friendly with him, and accompanied 
Mazeski to his motel room. Mazeski 
invited him to a party that evening, 
Lessard said, and was going to 
wash and change. his. clothes. 

In his room, Mazeski undressed 
and showered, leaving his trousers 
on a bed, Lessard testified. He ad- 
mitted taking Mazeski’s wallet and 





leaving the room between 1930 and 





2030. Then Lessard claims he went 
to the bus depot, purchased a 
ticket for Seattle and left on the 
2130 San Francisco-Seattle express 
bus. 

The San Francisco coroner’s of- 
fice fixed the time of Mazeski’s 
death between 2300 on 16 June and 
0100 ‘on 17 June. If Lessard took a 
bus from San Francisco at 2130 
on the 16th and the Army sergeant 
verifies Lessard’s presence on the 
bus, Lessard’s attorney will ask for 
a new trial. 

Investigators working for 
Lessard give this account of the 








bus trip Lessard made with the 
Army noncom: 


“At a rest stop he met and be- 
came friendly with a fellow pas- 
senger, an Army sergeant. 


“The sergeant, a Negro, was a 


big man, heavy set, wearing a lot 
of fruit salad and had a number of 
service stripes. He had just re- 
turned from a Far East duty sta- 
tion and was going on leave in the 
Pacific Northwest. 

“The sergeant had a pint of 
whiskey which he shared with

The announcement came from 
Secretary of the Army Elvis J. 
Stahr Jr., last week in a speech 
given at a luncheon in his honor 
at Fort Monroe’s Chamberlin Ho- 
tel by the Peninsula Chamber of 
Commerce and the Peninsula Chap- 
ter of the Association of the U.S. 
Army. 

To be followed by DA General 
Orders, the announcement by the 
Secretary paves the way for future 
replacement of World War II tem- 


porary buildings there with per- 
manent type construction. 

“In arriving at this decision,” he 
stated, “the DA recognized that 
Fort Story is essential to supple- 
ment facilities of the USATTC at

Chutists Test 


CAMP DRUM, N.Y. — A new 
Air Foree experiment will find 
paratroopers making high altitude 
jumps — in the dark of night — 
from the Lockheed C-130 Hercules 
to form a “free fall” raiding party 
in exercises at Camp Drum, N.Y. 

A small band from the 82d Air- 
borne Div. will bail out of the 
prop-jet powered Hercules at 12,- 
125 feet higher than normal. 

They will plummet through 

the air at speeds topping 120 
miles an hour. Sixty seconds 
later, after falling 10,300 feet, 
they will pull the _ rip-cord. 
Chutes will open at an altitude 
of 2200 feet. 

Combat mission of free-falling 
chutists would be to drop men be- 
hind enemy lines undetected, to 
blow up key installations, cut com- 
munications, etc. The added height 
from which the men bail out might 
spell the difference nm suc- 
cess and failure of their mission. 

The high-altitude capability of 
the C-130s is an important factor in 
the experiment. The Hercules have 
spearheaded the Tactical Air Com- 
mand’s Composite Air Strike Force 
since the big aircraft joined the 
Command.

Lead Post Exchange Spending 


WASHINGTON—Soldiers and airmen buy some 650 million packs of cigarettes each 
year in post exchanges, -according to the Army and Air Force Exchange Service. In 1960, 
the Exchange Service bought about $87 million worth of cigarettes for resale in its stores 
around the world, officials said. 





Servicemen apparently enjoy a 
quiet smoke, a soothing beverage 
and the sound of music because 
the A&AFES also reports that it 
bought $42 million worth of beer 
and soft drinks and more than $15 
million worth of phonograph rec- 
ords for sale during 1960. 

The exchange service this week 
released a flood of statistics about 
its operation. Officials said they 
did this because recent surveys 
showed that servicemen showed a 
limited knowledge about exchange 
profits and their use in the Army- 
Air Force welfare programs. 

To expand the knowledge of 
their military customers and their 
families, the A&AFES decided to 
“spread the word.” The “word” 
provides interesting and enlight- 
ening information about the mam- 
moth organization. 

For example, the Exchange 
Service says the average exchange 
sales transaction is only 73 cents 
and that food outlets such as 
snack bars and restaurants ac- 
count for about 15 percent of the 
total sales volume. Servicemen 
in some 30 foreign countries and 
some 352 isolated military sites 
in the United States may take 
advantage of exchange privileges. 

The service operates retail sales 
outlets at 652 places in the U.S. 
Some 285 cafeterias and 369 snack 
bars and soda fountains are also 
operated in the _ states. More 


Arctic Food, 
Equipment 
Tests Set 


FORT LEE, Va. — Exhaustive 
preparations for cold-dry winter 
test activities have been initiated 
by the QM Research and Engineer- 
ing Field Evaluation Agency. These 
operations are part of the field 
testing programs for 1962-1963. 

Capt. Robert E. Bellows, chief 
test officer, and four enlisted men 
left. recently for Fort Wainwright 
to establish headquarters to sup- 
port all test activities in Alaska. 

Bellows will command the FEA 
Test Detachment No. 1 (Provision- 
al). The remaining personnel were 
to report last week. 

Capt. Daniel J. Fischer, test 
officer, and four enlisted men also 
left for Fore Greely, Alaska, to 
initiate the Arctic Engineering 
Test of the experimental quick- 
serve meal. 

Although this test site is lo- 
cated approximately 100 miles from 
Fort Wainwright, the team is as- 
signed for support purposes to 
the FEA Test Detachment No. 1. 

Other tests will be conducted 
by the FEA Test Detachment. 


Under the direction of Lt. R. B. 
Snyder, tests will be made on tent 
fabrics and the integrated cold-dry 
uniform. 

In February, various modified 
versions of the heating devices for 
the quick-serve meal will be evalu- 
ated. 

Pre-test training was given to 
the enlisted men of the detach- 
ment. 


Under the guidance of Capt. 
Bellows, Capt. Fischer and FEA 
technologists, the men were in- 
structed on survival in the Arctic, 
test procedures, and test maneu- 
vers. 

Some of the test personnel are 
members of the agency test group 
which conducted detailed polar 
operations on the Greenland ice- 
eap.

Peacetime Benefits 


(This is the second of a series providing advance information on what recalled 
reservists and national guardsmen may expect in the way of home state and federal 
benefits when they’re released from service. A state-by-state rundown of benefit pro- 
grams appears on pages 24-25.)

WASHINGTON — Three 
states, Kentucky, Massachu- 
setts and Wisconsin, are push- 
ing legislation to -provide 
additional benefits and protec- 
tion to their residents who 
have been called to active 
duty during the present 
emergency. 


However, through most of the 
states the outlook for additional 
state benefits for peacetime serv- 
ice is bleak, an Army Times survey 
shews. There are exceptions. New 
York provides a broad program of 
tax relief, scholarships, pension 
eredit, and protection from evic- 
tion to state residents and their 
dependents. 

None of the states has plans to 
provide any of the so-called war- 
time benefits, such as civil relief, 
state bonuses, loans, and educa- 
tional assistance to the newer vet- 
erans. 

The Wisconsin legislature, now 
in session, has before it three legis- 
lative proposals to strengthen job 
rights and provide retirement 
credit for mobilized State em- 
pleyees, allow refund on hunting 
and fishing licenses and exempt 
military pay of military members 
from state income tax. 

Maj. Gen. Ralph J. Olson, Ad- 
jutant General of Wisconsin, said 
he was hopeful of getting the three 
bills enacted by the time the legis- 
lature goes home. He said no action 
has been taken so far because of 
the. fight within the legislature 
over ways to increase state rev- 
enue. 

The general said he has received 
assurances that the legislature will 
give the proposals “thoroughstudy” 
before closing shop. Wisconsin is 
one of the states with an exception- 
ally large number of its citizen- 
soldier residents on active duty. 
The state’s 32d Inf. Div. is current-

THE WISCONSIN proposal 
strengthening the job protection 
of state employees covers those 
not employed under Civil Service, 
but. school teachers as well. 

The sportsmen’s license refund 
bill stresses that no refunds will be 
granted “unless the licensee re- 
turns his license and any tags is- 
sued with the license to the con- 
servation commission for cancella- 
tion together with an affidavit stat- 
ing that he has not hunted, fished, 
trapped, or otherwise availed him- 
self of any of the privileges cov- 
ered by the license.” Applicants 
for refunds must be made prior to 
1 Jan. 1962, but this deadline will 
most certainly be extended if the 
legislature doesn’t approve the re- 
fund soon. 

Officials predict no more than 
160 state residents will return their 
sportsmen’s licenses, and no more 
than 2560 will return their small 
game licenses. The bill to exempt 
state residents from paying state 
tax en their military salary will 
deprive the state of an estimated 
$219,000 in revenue during the 
next two years. There are no fig- 
ures available on how the tax ex- 
emption would affect the localities. 

Because of the state’s tight 
economy position, there appears 
little chance of any costly read- 
justment measures being enacted. 
The tight money policy is the case 
for most of the states across the 
country.

A SPECIAL committee of the 
General Assembly in Massachusetts 
has just completed two months of 
exhaustive hearings on what bene- 
fits the state should provide its 
emergency period service members.

@ Provide lump sum payment 
to staté employees at time of en- 
try on active duty who have ac- 
crued vacation or overtime. 

®@ Credit active service tewards 
state retirement. 

@ Extend state laws to cover 
seniority rights and other rights of 
mobilized state empolyees for the 
duration of the present emergency. 
Provide state exemption for civil 
defense shelter construction. 

@ Set up a committee to study

government. The committee also 
recommended further study on pro- 
posals to exempt military pay from 
state tax, allow peacetime veterans 
preference in state jobs, and to 
prevent state municipalities from 
selling the home of a serviceman 
to collect back taxes. 

Rep. John F. Davoren, who head- 
ed the special committee, predict- 
ed “quick action in the coming 
Legislature” on the military pro- 
posals. He said the committee was 
“aware of the many hardships be- 
ing faced by young men in present 
day cold war service.” 

The committee also recommend- 
ed a broader role in civil defense 
for reserve and guard units. 

a * * 

IN KENTUCKY, legislation is 
being pushed to strengthen reem- 
ployment rights of state employees 
and possibly exempt military pay 
from being taxed by the state. 
Both proposals are in the talking 
stage and have not been formally 
intreduced or presented the Legis- 
lature. 

The survey also revealed that 
many colleges and universities 
throughout the country are given 
special help and considerations to 
students who were mobilized dur- 
ing the reserve and guard callup. 
More schoo] students already call- 
ed and who may be called in the 
future are generally given two 
choices of action 

They may either withdraw with- 
out any credit for the work done 
and be refunded full fees, or they 
may take partial credit under cer- 
tain conditions. 

Generally, those withdrawing for 
active duty call during the first 
half of a quarter can expect the 
refund of maintenance fee, pro- 
vided they receive no credit in the 
course. However, one-half of a 
quarter’s credit may be earned if 
the student passes an examination 
satisfactory to the instructor and 
to the head of the department. 

If withdrawal is required at 
the two-thirds point of the 
quarter, the student may apply 
for full credit in the course by 
taking an examination with or 
without extra instruction from 
his teacher. 

Students affeeted by call-up 
must notify their instructors in 
advance if they want to get eredit 
for part of a quarter’s work. The 

students can then complete their 
work at sehool when they are re- 
leased from service. The require- 
ments to complete their class work 
if students have received half- 
quarter credits will have to be 
worked out individually with ad- 
visors.

Constitutional Amendment 
Revamps Ohio Military Law

COLUMBUS, Ohio — An amend- 
ment modernizing Ohio’s military 
laws will become part of the state 
Constitution 1 January. 

It. was approved narrowly by 
Ohio voters in October, with “war 
jitters” blamed for the slim margin. 

This amendment is the final part 
of a program to modernize the 
state’s military code and bring it 
into conformity with federal laws 
and regulations. 

Many of the state’s military laws 
dated back to the Civil War era. 
Others were in conflict with fed- 
eral law or did not conform to mod- 
ern terminology and practices. 

The Ohio Legislature passed two 
laws this year updating general

The amendment com- 
pleted the job by making the fol- 
lowing constitutional changes: 

@ Deleting the word “male” 
from the Constitution so women 
can serve in the state’s militia and 
National Guard. The limitation to 
“male” conflicts with Federal law 
establishing the Nurse Corps, WAC, 
WAVES and other women’s mili- 
tary organizations. 

e Extending the age limits of 
those subject to enrollment in the 
state militia from the present 
range of 18 to 45 years to 17 to 67. 
The present limits conflict with 
federal law. 

e@ Permitting the governor to 
appoint all officers and warrant of- 
ficers in the National Guard. The 
Constitution now limits guberna- 
torial appointments to “staff” offi- 
cers. 

e Allowing the governor to call 
out the National Guard “in the 
event of a disaster within the 
state.” The words will be added 
to the Constitution because of a 
doubt whether a governor had the 
authority to call out the Guard in 
times of natura] disasters and 
emergencies not involving insurrec- 
tion or invasion. 

Maj. Gen. Loren G. Windom, 
Ohio’s Adjutant General, said he 
had not been aware of opposition 
to the amendment until a week be- 
fore the election. He was asked 
by a woman reporter “how many 
women were you going to take inte 
the Guard and how soon the lower- 
ing of the age limit would affect 
Selective Service” if the amend- 
ment passed, Windom said.

Defense to Ask More Money

WASHINGTON — The 


Staff Writer 
Defense Department will ask 


Congress next year for money to build fallout shelters at 
military bases, according to Pentagon officials. 


Adam Yarmolinski, Special As- 
sistant to the Secretary of De- 
fense, told Army Times that funds 
for fallout protection at military 
bases would be requested from 
Congress. 

Earlier, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Civil Defense Steuart 
Pittman told reporters that “there 
wili be an item in the budget for 
1963 to provide funds for military 
housing, military installations and 
fallout protection. 

“The amount of it, and the basis 
on which it is determined, I am 
not in a position to talk about, but 
positive action is being taken to 
bring fallout protection into the 
military bases.” 

Late last week Deputy Secretary 
of Defense Roswell Gilpatric an- 
nounced that the President’s pro- 
posed civil defense program would 
provide federal grants of “some- 
thing less than actual cost for every 
shelter space meeting approved 
standards and created by public, 
or private, non-profit institutions, 
engaged in health, education or 
welfare activities.” 

Answering questions at a news 
conference, Gilpatric declined to 
say that the new civil defense pro- 
gram appears to discourage family 
fallout shelters. 

“We don’t want to discourage 
any individual as to what he may 
do for his family protection. Each 
individual, depending on where he 
is located, should determine what 
the community facilities are in the 
place he lives, whether he is near 
a school or hospital, if civil defense 
officials are planning on a com- 
munity effort in the light of those 
considerations, whether he wants 
by way of family preference or 
necessity to provide his own back- 
yard or basement shelter. We 
don’t want to discourage that but 
we do not believe that it is for 
that type of shelter that federally 
financed provision is most appro- 
priate.” 

Under questioning by reporters, 
Gilpatric made these points: 

® On Russian civil defense prep- 
arations he said that he has read 
a lot of conflicting information. 
“My own impression is that they 
are doing more than they say, but 
I don’t have a very precise intelli- 
gence on that subject.” 

® That $400 to $500 million of 
the Defense Department’s civil de- 
fense request would be earmarked 
for shelters. 

@® That nothing the U.S. does in 
civil defense in 1961 or ’62 “is 
necessarily going to be a perma- 
nent affair” because of changing 
weapons and strategy. 

@ That there “may be a sec- 
ondary role for the reservists in 
civil defense,” but that Defense is 
stressing the primary role of state 
and local organizations.

A CIVIL DEFENSE fact sheet 
distributed before Gilpatric’s meet- 
ing with the press, stresses that 
our major protection against a 
thermonuclear attack is the deter- 
rent effect of our nuclear striking 
force. “The likelihood of such an 
attack is very small, but it is pos- 
sible. If it comes, we know its 








consequences would be terrible. 
Therefore, we must take what steps 
we can to protect ourselves through 


an organized long range sensible 
program of civil defense.” 

Noting that the fact sheet said 
that the change of attack was 
small, the Assistant Secretary said 
“as long as we maintain our nu- 
clear superiority, it would only be 
by miscalculation or accident or 
some other irrational act that this 
country would be struck with a 
surprise attack .. .” 

The Defense statement points 
out that existing shelter space in 
the U.S. will accommodate upwards 
of 50 million people. By next July, 





Defense: said it expects to know 
how much additional shelter space 
is needed in each locality. 

Defense gave these reasons why 
group shelters are preferable to 
family shelters: 

@ A larger than family-size 
group is better prepared to face 
a nuclear attack than a single fam- 
ily, particularly if some members 
are away from home at the time 
of attack. 

@ There is more opportunity to 
find first aid and other emergency 
skills in a group. Accumulated 
radiation exposure from necessary 
short trips out of the shelter after 
the attack can be distributed among 
more people. 

® Group shelters can serve as 
a focus for integrated community 
recovery activities in the post-at- 
tack period. 

@ Group shelters can serve 
other community purposes. 
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For Fallout Shelters 


However, the fact sheet admits 
that family shelters are immedi- 
ately accessible, their supplies can 
be easily rotated and adapted to 
individual likes. Defense said that 
families in rural or sparsely settled 
areas may find that family shelters 
are the only possible solution to 
their fallout shelter problem.

POINTING OUT that the need 
for civil- defense is likely to be 
with us for a long time, the De- 
fense statement said “we must sup- 
press the temptation to reach out 
hastily for short term solutions. 
There is no panacea for protection 
from thermonuclear attack. 

“In a major attack on this coun- 
try, millions —and probably tens 
of millions—of people would be 
killed. There appears to be no 
practicable program that would 
avoid large scale loss of life. 

“But an effective program of 





civil defense could save the lives 
of large numbers of people who 
could not otherwise survive, and 
could create a base for recovery 
after an attack.” 

Secretary Gilpatric said that a 
booklet, Fallout Protection, had 
gone to the printers and would be 
available early next year.

Medical Coverage Extension 
Is Still a Guard Bureau Hope 


WASHINGTON — Congress 
passed seven major legislative pro- 
posals this past session of inter- 
est to reservists and _ national 
guardsmen but the bill which the 
National Guard Bureau would most 
like to see passed failed to make it. 

The bill (HR 4792) would extend 
military medieal coverage to Army 
and Air Guardsmen who may be 
called upon to perform duty be- 
yond their normal weekly drilis 
and summer camp. 

Current statutes clearly provide 
medical coverage for guardsmen 
who are injured during one of 
their 48 authorized drills or sum- 
mer encampment, a maneuver, out- 
door target practice, or other ex- 
ercises spelled out in section 502, 
title 32 of the United States Code. 
_ The Pentagon says present law 
is not clear whether a Guardsman 
authorized to perform additional 
duties on a paid or non-paid status 
is entitled to military hospitaliza- 
tion and medical care if injured 
during the duty. 

Bills which passed Congress are: 

@ Reemployment Rights, P.L. 
87-391 — In connection with the 
call-up of Ready Reserves (under 
P.L. 87-117), the Congress clarified 
and made more binding the reem- 
ployment provisions of the Uni- 
versal Military Training and Serv- 
ice Act in order to safeguard the 
rights. ef those who are being 
called to active duty. It creates 
an additional 4 year period of re- 
employment rights for persons en- 
tering or reentering active duty 
after August 1, 1961, and other- 
wise provides protection under pro- 
=" strongly supported by 


@ Reserve Travel Pay, P.L. 87- 
164—-Authorized travel pay for re- 
servists away their home 
station for inactive duty training. 

@ Minority Service, P.L. 87-165 
—Authorizes credit for retirement 
as well as pay purposes for service 
eee prior to the military age 
of 18. 

@ Reserve Forces Act, P.L. 87- 
378—This bill extended temporar- 
ily the right of the military serv- 





ices to enlist in the six month 
training program persons up to 26 
years, under the law originally de- 
signed to provide a military train- 
ing program for persons between 
the ages of 17 and 18%. Senate 
and House disagreed as to whether 
the subsequent reserve. obligation 
should be 6 or 8 years, and the 
bill finally was accepted by both 
houses with the understanding that 
the Congress will have another go 
at the issue next year, the House 
insisting upon the 8 year obliga- 
tion and the Senate being partial 
to the 6 year obligation. Both 
houses agreed at one stage to an 
ROA sought amendment, which 
would clarify the Federal leave 
provision which had been inad- 
vertently confused in ROPA last 
year. Under this amendment a 
reservist who is guaranteed leave 
from his Federal job for two weeks 
active duty training would be al- 
lowed to carry over this leave from 
one fiscal year to another. Un- 
fortunately, as finally enacted, the 
law, on recommendation of the 
General Accounting Office, merely 
provides for a change-over to re- 
store the calendar year basis. 

@® Amendment to the so-called 
Hiss Act, P.L. 87-299—This new 
law eliminates a basis for poten- 
tial injustice by specifying that a 
military person forfeits his retire- 
ment rights when convicted of a 
crime, only when that conviction 
involves national security. 

@ Naval ROTC, P.L. 87-100 — 
Under this law-Naval ROTC grad- 
uates will be accepted for com- 
mission in the regular Navy on 
the same basis and in the same

® Forgiveness Bill, P.L. 87-207 
—Also passed was a “forgiveness” 
bill for those who erroneously ac- 
cepted family separation allowances 
in 1956.. This law relieves service 
families of the necessity of re- 
funding money paid to them in 
error between February and Sep- 
tember, 1956. However, the broad- 
er measure, H.R. 4131, recom- 
mended by ROA and the Defense 
Department giving the right to 
waive any such collections for 
overpayments paid and received in 
good faith has passed the House, 
but as yet is to be heard by the 
Senate Committee on the Judiciary. 
Still another bill (S. 2218) relating 
to repayment of subsistence allow- 
ances paid in error also is pending 
in this committee.

SEVERAL reserve proposals are 
still before Congress. They are: 

HR-4774 which would provide 
the same benefits for members of 
the reserve forces disabled from 
injury or disease in line of duty 
as now provided members of the 
regular forces. Benefits would be 
paid to reservists for disability 
arising in line of duty from in- 
jury or disease during inactive 
duty training and fulltime train- 
ing, including travel to and from 
training areas. 

HR-4787 which would authorize 
payment of basic allowance for 
quarters to enlisted members of 
reserve components on active duty 
for training. Such an allowance is 
paid to officers of reserve com- 
ponents but not to majority of en- 
listed members. 

HR-4790, passed by the House, 
would remove limitations for a 
maximum of 15 caretakers to be 
employed at a single maintenance 
or pool, and allowing only 
one company-grade officer to be 
so employed. Actually these limi- 
tations have been lifted from year- 
to-year by language in appropria- 
tion bills, but Guard leaders feel 
it would be better to eliminate the 
law permanently.

Reserves Return Vehicles

Co., 
2d BG, 38th Inf., stationed at 
Wurtzburg, Germany.

Supply Costs Cut, 
Colglazier Says . 


By a Times Staff Writer 
WASHINGTON—By keeping a sharp eye on the “quali- 
tative and quantitative aspects” of development, contracting, 


supply management and requirements the Army has cut 
costs, according to Lt. Gen. R. W. Colglazier. 


The Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Logistics says that 5200 cost cut- 
ting actions, saving “many millions 
of dollars,” have been made since 
last December. 

“IT hasten to add here,” he told 
the National Security Industrial 
Association in Washington earlier 
this month, “that the Army does 
not take, nor should it take, full 
credit for all the savings which 
have been made. Industry too, and 
in a great many cases without urg- 
ing, has saved large sums of money. 

“Some of our prime contractors 
saved as much as 30 million dol- 
lars last year through the appli- 
cation of stringent cost reduction 
programs .. . this is real money 
which we tan translate into need- 
ed weapons.” . 

Colglazier said that the Army 
is working on plans to speed up 
production and to reward and pun- 
ish contractors who beat or fail 
to meet leadtimes. 

“For example, we recently de- 
veloped a delivery incentive for- 
mula to encourage our newest con- 
tractor to ‘speed up the delivery 
of M-14 rifles. 

“What we did was this, we told 
him we would pay him $2.50 for 
every rifle produced above his 
monthly schedule. This was the 
‘carrot. However, there was a 
‘stick’ in the contract. 

“For every rifle that he did not 








deliver in conformance with his 
monthly schedule, he would be 
penalized $2.50 per rifle. We hope 
this combination of reward and 
penalty will get the deliveries of 
this item ahead of schedule.” 


COLGLAZIER noted that pro- 
duction leadtime is only one of 
the many obstacles hindering the 
rapid procurement of new equip- 
ment. He pointed to administra- 
tive leadtime as another, and add- 
ed that the Army is trying to 
streamline and simplify contract 
administration. 

Another way to save the Army 
money, the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Logistics said, is to remember 
that the Army needs equipment 
which is a composite of “only” es- 
sential parts. 

“We need economical equipment 
which will enable us to accomplish 
our missions. This equipment must 
be easy to maintain, easy to sup- 
port and finally it must have a 
long life expectancy. 

“What we do not need is equip- 
ment cluttered up with money 
wasting frills or nice-to-have gad. 
gets and capabilities. After we 
have equipped ourselves with sim- 
ple, long-lasting rugged materiel 
we will have a stronger Army and 
one which will more closely fit 
our pocketbook.”

Fort Gordon Feels 


By Pvt. JOHN H. ANDREWS 


FORT "GORDON, Ga.—Since early October the number 
of military personnel at the Signal Training Center (STC) 
has been steadily growing in direct response to last fall’s 
Government-ordered military buildup. 


More than 1600 soldiers arrived | 


here last month, compared to less 
than one-half that number in 
Auzust. 

This increased input has in sev- 
eral ways altered the character of 
the 13-year-old STC and, if inter- 
national tensions continue, the 
change may become even more pro- 
nounced. 


The impact of mobilization has 
been felt most strongly at the 
Southeastern Signal School (SES- 
CS), which presently is training 
neafly twice as many students as 
in late August. 


Projected figures just received 
from the Pentagon indicate the 
peak load will be felt at the school 
about April, when increased num- 
bers of newly-inducted trainees 
throughout the country will have 
completed basic training and will 
be seeking their Signal MOS. 

Corresponding pressures should 
be felt by the Signal Training 
Regiment (STR), which houses and 
feeds the student-soldiers, and the 
Unit Training Group (UTG), which 
puts Signal teams and_ units 
through practical . exercises with 
Signal Integrated Training Facili- 
ties (SITFAC). 

In none of these cases, however, 
do comanding officers foresee any 
overwhelming difficulty in han- 
dling the load of Signal Corpsmen. 
Although in many areas the strain 
On equipment and _ personnel has 
already reached capacity, these of- 
ficers feel that the situation can 


be dealt with by a moderate, 
though widespread, “tightening of 
belts.” .

AT PRESENT STC is far from 
overcrowded. However, effects of 
the troop increase throughout the 
post can be seen strikingly by a 
spot check of post facilities and 
services: 

Quartermaster sales have tripled 
in the past few months. 

Laundry is being handled at a 
rate of more than 9000 bundles 
each week, compared to about 4000 
per week in August. Independent 
laundry outlets seem to sprout 
lines a block long to their doors 
moments after opening time. 

The cost of subsistence and 
troop feeding strength have 
doubled. 

Special Services facilities have 
been used from 50 to 75 percent 
more than during the late sum- 
mer. 

For example, more than 34,000 
persons—or five times September’s 
total—were reported during No- 








vember to have visited Service 


Club #1, located in the heart 
of STC. 
Also, an increased number of 


visitors to the Signal School are 
jamming movie theaters nightly, 
and proportionate numbers of 
them are participating in post club 
activities. 

Bus passengers have doubled in 
the past two months, and up to four 
extra buses have been put on to 
handle weekend loads. 

Hospital facilities already are 
taxed to capacity, with an increase 
of more than double the number 
of admissions and of visits to 
clinics. 

Attendance at Sunday chapel 
services of all denominations have 
increased more than two and one- 
half times since August. 

In many of these cases, addi- 
tional services have been initiated 
to accommodate post personnel. 
Fof example, 12 more Sunday 
chapel services are being held 
weekly, and the USASESCS Li- 
brary has opened its doors an ex- 
tra hour each evening. 

* * * 


DESPITE THE near-capacity out- 
look on Post, most everyone is 
pleased with the situation. Some 
are even jubilant, such a one be- 
ing Miss Billie Jennings, director 
of Service Club #1; who terms 
the club’s situation a “happily 
crowded” one. 

Indications are that the steady 
increase in numbers of men will 
continue well through the first 
of the year. 

The buildup generally, has 
prompted drastically revised work 
load schedules for STC adminis- 
trative and supervisory personnel. 
In most cases available personnel 
are expected to handle the load, 
but in some, such as instructors 
for the Signal School courses, the 
situation is not so bright. 

For example, in the school’s six 
advanced training courses alone, 
recently released figures indicate 
nearly 100 new instructors will be 
needed by May to accommodate 
an increase of about 900 incoming 
students. 

Total school enrollment for 
April is projected to be nearly 
7000 students, including both ac- 


tive and recalled Reserve and Na-} 


tional Guard, foreign military stu- 
dents, cross-service personnel and 
ROTC trainees. 

This sum is nearly identical to 
the school’s approximate peak 
reached in mid-1960 of about 7000 
students, but still a good way from 
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Buildup Impact - 


the school’s total capacity of near- 
ly 8500.

ACCORDING TO Lt. Col. Howard 
A. Gorman, SESCS director of in- 
struction, the task of putting an 
enlisted man into shape as a quali- 
fied instructor takes from six to 
eight weeks. 

Two weeks of this are devoted 
to a teaching course at the Instruc- 
tor Training Branch, which since 
6 November has doubled its capac- 
ity by beginning new seven-man 
classes each week. 

Although the number of quali- 
fied instructors is expected normal- 
ly to lag several months behind 
increased student enrollment, the 
problem will be amplified substan- 
tially by the rapidly enlarging 
student body. 

In the interim, efforts are ex- 
pected to be made to prevent in- 
structors from exceeding an un- 
written work load maximum of 25 
hours on SESCS platforms per 
week.

If forced to take on additional 
Reserve or Guard units, UTG 
probably would switch its opera- 
tions to a two-shift system, he add- 
ed.

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Fort Buchanan School Teaches 
Puerto Ricans fo Speak English

FORT BUCHANAN, P.R.—Speak English! From the moment the young trainees 
are assigned to a company they are told—Speak English! In their barracks—mess hall 
—day room, everywhere they go in their company area, are prominently displayed 
red and white signs admonishing them to: Speak English! If they ask one of their officer 
or NCO cadremen a question in Spanish they are quickly reminded to: Speak English! 


Such is the pattern non-Eng- 
lish speaking Puerto Ricans soon 
learn to adapt themselves to 
when they are assigned to the 
U.S. Army Training Center, 
Caribbean for prebasic training. 

The only one of its kind in the 
United States Army, the center, 
a major activity of the Antilles 
Command under Brig. Gen. Ro- 
land H. del Mar, U.S. Army Com- 
mander in Puerto Rico, has the 
unique mission of qualifying in- 
sular men in conversational Eng- 
lish to enable them to absorb 
basic and advanced individual 
training when assigned to the 
continental United States. 

* * * 

BEFORE and during the Ko- 
rean conflict, men entering the 
Army from Puerto Rico were as- 
signed to all-Puerto Rican units. 
Since the deactivation of the 
65th Inf. Regt., last of the all- 
Puerto Rican organizations, In- 
sulars have been assigned to 
units within the Army on a 
world-wide basis in the same 
manner as continental personnel. 

This change in policy has 
dictated the need for English 
language training for those 
men who speak only Spanish; 
most cf whom would be unable 
to assimilate training and per- 
form soldier duties without 
some previous English instruc- 
tion. 

In addition to English, the 
trainees receive instruction in 
general military subjects such as 
military justice, the Code of Con- 
duct, dismounted drill, interior 
guard duty, combat formations, 
weapons instruction, military 
courtesy and discipline, etc. 

The military training they re- 
ceive gives them a slight edge 
over their continental contem- 
poraries during their basic train- 
ing in the United States. This 
advantage partly compensates 
for their lack of English com- 
prehension.

COMMANDED by Col. Chester 
H. Dunning, who also is the com- 
manding officer of Fort Bu- 
chanan, the center is presently 
composed of two battalions, one 
at Buchanan, on the outskirts of 
the capital city of San Juan, and 
one at the Salinas Training 
Area on the south side of Puerto 
Rico near Ponce, the second larg- 
est city on the island.

BRIG. GEN. Roland H. del Mar 
is U.S. Army Commander in 
Puerto Rico. Under his control 
is the school which teaches 
English to Spanish-speaking 
Puerto Rican recruits, before 
they‘re sent to basic training 
on the mainland. 


Cadre. personnel consist of 
both Puerto Rico-born and con- 
tinental soldiers. Each train- 
ing cycle is composed of seven 
weeks of training with one week 
devoted to testing and proce+- 
sing. 

All English instruction is 
Conducted by qualified conti- 
nental soldiers. Many have ma- 
jored in English and other al- 
lied fields. With a few excep- 
tions, all possess at least a 
bachelor of arts degree from a 
United States college and 
many have adyanced educa- 
tional qualifications. 

After the trainees have been 
found to be otherwise qualified 
for military service they are as- 
signed to training companis and 
further divided into small groups 
according to the scores attained 
on a battery of English fluency 
tests. When possible, not more 
than 20 men are assigned to any 
one group. 

Each group is assigned an in- 
structor who stays with the same 
men during the entire cycle. This 
enables the instructor to learn 
the strength and weakness of 





each pupil. One trainee who has 

scored particularly high on the 

fluency tests is placed with each 

group to act as an interpreter in 

the presentation of more diffi- 

cult material. 
~ * 

IN A FEW CASES, subjects 
are taught in English and in 
Spanish. After the first three 
weeks, however, all instruction is 
given in English with cadre per- 
sonnel speaking only English 
when in contact with the train- 
ees. 

The major effort of the center 
is directed toward English in- 
struction which consists of 189 
hours of the 352 hours of total 
training time available during 
the eight week cycle. An aver- 
age of five hours a day of English 
is interspersed with the general 
military subjects taught. 

To teach English in the lim- 
ited time available; instructors 
use typical speech patterns in 
each lesson which are illustrated 
by demonstrations and the use 
of pictures and drawings to con- 
vey the meaning of the words, 
By limiting the instructor, train- 
ees are taught the distinctive 
sounds of English letters and 
words. 

All men must receive a mini- 
mus of 160 hours of English in- 
structions before they are re- 
leased from the Center for fur- 
ther training in the Continental 
United States. If for any reason 
a trainee cannot receive this 
minimum amount of English in- 
struction he is transferred to an- 
other company to receive the ad- 
ditional required training. 

* - * 

ANOTHER important part of 
the training received but which 
does not appear on training 
schedules, is learning to adjust 
to the U.S. soldiers’ diet. As an 
example, Puerto Ricans who are 
unfamiliar with continental food 
generally prefer a meal of rice, 
beans and plantains to roast beef, 
mashed potatoes and gravy. 

At the completion of the eight 
week cycle all three parts of the 
English Fluency Battery and the 
entire Army Classification Bat- 
tery are administered. Those 
men who meet the minimum re- 
quirements are sent to the United 
States for basic training.

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Oldest Unit in the U.S. 
Marks 325th Birthday

The 182d traces its origin to the 
early 1630s, when a band of loosely 
disciplined—but rugged—pioneers 
joined together under Col. John 
Haynes of Boston to form the

Haynes, a former governor of the 


century, the regiment was twice 
redesignated and defended Middle- 
sex County in two more conflicts— 
King Philip’s War (1675-1677) to 
put down the bloody uprising of 
the Wampanoag Indians, and King 
William’s War (1689-1697), one of 
the European struggles between 
England and France that had its 
counterpart in a series of inter- 
colonial wars in North America. 

During much of the 1700s the 
regiment continued as a relatively 
informal organization—but the

Benning ‘Battlefield’ Shows 
Limits of Infantry Vehicles

FORT BENNING, Ga.—The old 
Army Cavalryman knew what his 
faithful mount could do and the 
modern U.S. Infantryman learns 
what his vehicles’ capabilities are 
as he speeds across today’s widely 
extended “battlefield” at Fort Ben- 
ning. 

The present day Infantryman, 
like the Roman legionnaire of 
Caesar’s time, must still move on 
foot to “close with and destroy 
or capture” the enemy. 

This he can do—at a speed of 
two and one-half miles per hour 
—like all of his predecessors dur- 
ing the past 2000 years. 

The Roman soldier’s foot-mobil- 
ity was sufficient when closely 
formed columns charged into bat- 
tle with overlapping shields to 
face an enemy armed with spears. 

However, with today’s weapons 
and widely extended battlefield, 
the Infantryman needs wings on 
his heels like Mercury, mythologi- 
cal messenger of the gods. 

Not only must he have rapid 
transportation but he must know 
what his modern equipment can 
do and what it can’t do, or he 
will bog down on the battlefield, 
fail to reach his objective and be- 
come a target for an enemy nu- 
clear weapon.

FORT BENNING students wit-

That winter, they went reluctantly into 
quarters at Valley Forge, beside a burned- 
out village of that name, beneath a moun- 
tain called Joy. 

As they lay there shivering, many dying, 
Congress was almost unattended. “An as- 
sembly, a concert, a dinner,” chided General 
Washington, “that will cost three or four 
hundred pounds . . . while the great part 
of the officers of our Army, from absolute 
necessity, are quitting the service, and the 
more virtuous few, rather than do this, are 
sinking by degrees into beggary and want.” 

It was no longer easy to overlook the 
lack of arms and rations and pay. Now ex- 
citement was cooled and gone was the carni- 
val atmosphere in which the war had started. 
There was little to divert them from morbid 
introspection. 
wrote angrily, “When I look around and see 
how few are the numbers who talked so 
loudly of death and honour, I am lost in 
wonder and surprise. Your noisy Sons of 
Liberty are, I find, the quietest in the field.” 


It was the coldest time of all as-nights 
grew long toward that forgotten Christmas. 
The ragged, hungry men were sick at heart 
that they were neglected. Disease inflicted 
them — “sore legs” (scurvy) and “camp 
fever” (typhus) and epidemic scabies, as in 
vajn they burned a cartridge each day to 
dispel the bad air from their huts. “See 
the poor soldier,” said Surgeon Waldo. 
“Barefoot he labors through the mud and 
cold with a song in his mouth extolling War 
and Washington.” 


After one five-day period of bleary (flour 
and water), they stuck out their shaggy 
heads and chanted, “No bread, no soldier! 
-.. no bread, no soldier!” until the General 
came and quieted them. 


“By a field return this day,” he wrote 
to their critics on December 23, 1777, “no 
less than two thousand, eight hundred and 
seventy-three mem now in camp are unfit for 
duty, because they are barefooted or other- 
wise naked. Numbers have been obliged to 
sit up all night by fires, instead of taking 
comfortable rest in a natural and common 
way.” 

And the same night would find him in 
lonely vigil as, kneeling, he prayed for the 
deliverance of the Army. It was a_ time 
that tried men’s souls, said Tom Paine. “The 
summer soldier and the sunshine patriot will, 
in this crisis, shrink from the service of 
their country, but he that stands it now 
deserves the love and thanks of man and 
woman.” 
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No Retirement Plan?

I believe it’s about time the Depart- 
ment of the Army reviewed the manda- 
tory restriction imposed on personnel eli- 
gible for retirement. It seems that DA 
intends to establish policy to retain per- 
sonnel to complete their enlistment com- 
mitment when the reenlistment was 
accomplished after the individual had 
completed 20 years’ active service. 

If this is the intent and contemplated 
permanent policy, then let’s get this in- 
formation published officially for Army- 
wide dissemination. 

DA is not establishing precedent for 
inductees or reservists; it is imposing a 
mandatory restriction on dedicated per- 
sonnel who have devoted their lives to 
the service.

IT IS NOT a matter of having to re- 
main on active duty that is causing ad- 
verse comments towards this mandatory 
restriction; rather, a principle is involved. 
This restriction implies that it is the 
only absolute method of retaining senior 
personnel during a crisis, thus question- 
ing the integrity of these dedicated people. 

If DA had given some thought to this 
order before publication and had placed 
some faith in their “old timers” I feel 
confident that there would not have been 
a mass exodus to leave the service through 
retirement. In fact, I feel that a great 
majority of these individuals would not 
only have willingly remained but would 
have continued on active duty for as long 
as their ability, and mental, 
would be of ben _t0 the Army. 


considerable adverse comments by some 
individual reservists. The publication of 
their gripes, letters to congressmen, etc., 
in the nation’s newspapers indicated dis- 
satisfaction by all reservists and magni- 
fied the situation, when actually it applied 


, 


to a small percentage when considering 
the number recalled. 

However, when it is publicly announced 
that these reservists would be released 
as soon as possible and no later than 
one year from -the date of recall, and 
DA completely ignores publication of in- 
formation on the retirement situation, this 
is a breach of faith with the career sol- 
diers. 

Now that the reservists have been 
promised release within and up to the 
year approved by the Congress, barring 
national emergency, how about some in- 
formation for the Regular Army people 
with over 20 years, regarding a date 
they can apply for retirement and ex- 
pect to be retired—June 1962? June 1963? 

Or must they wait until enlistment ex- 
pires? Recent DA message now permits 
personnel with ETS as extended and in- 
dividuals on indefinite enlistments to ap- 
ply for retirement. This is a beginning 
but not sufficient. We also may have 
some plans for the future and I feel 
that we deserve an answer so that we 
can make arrangements for employment, 
housing, schooling, etc. 

+ . * 

IT SEEMS STRANGE that when bene- 
fits or amendments to laws pertaining to 
the military such as trailer allowances, 
amendment to Hiss Act, increased quar- 
ters allowances, pay increase and many 
more matters are presented to Congress, 
it takes a year and longer for these 
matters to reach the floor of the House 
and Senate and some bills never get out 
of committee. Yet a crisis arises and the 
dedicated serviceman is expected to cheer- 
fully accept an immediate decision to 
mandatorily remain on active duty. 

I realize the damage has been done 
and if this restriction on retirements is 
eventually lifted there now will prob- 
ably be a “rush” to submit retirement 
applications. I offer this letter as con- 
structive criticism for future decisions 


that effect the career servicemen.

Many Retirements 
Are Coming Due 


FORT BENNING, Ga.: It appears 
that a sound decision has been 
made to bring the Army to a‘ 
strength of 16 divisions, all capable 
of immediate deployment. An in- 
crease in the draft is apparently 
the source to be used to obtain 
sufficient personnel to man the ad- 
ditional_ divisions. 

A few weeks ago an editorial in 
Army Times indicated that if the 
Army feels it has personnel prob- 
lems now, wait until the restric- 
tions are lifted and personnel are 
again permitted release. 

I wonder where the Army will 
obtain experienced noncommission- 
ed officers for the proposed divi- 
sions. I am presently assigned to 
an infantry division and after seri- 
ous discussion with other sergeants 
major and first sergeants I know 
that when the restriction on retire- 
ment is lifted a considerable num- 
ber of old hard-core noncommie- 
sioned officers will be applying for 
retirement. 

If the Army had requested that 
these men voluntarily reman on 
active duty during this crisis, I 
have no doubt that the majority 
would have remained willingly, 
and further that they would have 
probably remained on active duty 
after the crisis. 

I can assure all interested indi- 
viduals that the mandatory restric- 
tion on retirement has accomplish- 
ed one purpose — it has convinced 
many NCOs to get out at the first 
available opportunity, whereas 
they may have remained.

We'll Need to See—Quickly 


‘Some time in the not very dis- 
tant future, the Army could find 
itself locked in combat on a bat- 
tlefield on’ which: 

e Fighting breaks out at full 
force at any time of the day or 
night. 

e@ Small units, maintaining 
360-degree perimeters for self- 
preservation, even while on the 
attack, can communicate with 


headquarters, if at all, only by 
radio through jamming and 
other countermeasures and then 
only.for brief periods of time so 
that enemy locators can’t home 
on them. 

@ Units in a battle area are in 
constant contact with the enemy 
in order to reduce the danger of 
atomic attack, 

Because of the 
need for dis- 
persal, also to 
reduce the dan- 
ger of Nikes, 
the degree of 
success in bat- 
tle will be 
judged by 
which force has 
the greater con- 
centration of 
units in a given 
area and all of 
the battle area 
is occupied by a varying mix of 
friendly and hostile units. 

Let us understand here that 
occupation of an extensive area 
by three or four friendly units, 
giving a concentration of no 
more than one man per square 
mile, as compared to only two 
enemy units in the same area 
gives “control” of that area to 
the friendly units. This can be 
just as important in evaluating 
the tide of battle as the occupa- 
tion of another area of the same 
size by 15 or 20 units with a 
concentrationvof one man per 100 
yards square.

THE TIDE of battle will ebb 
and flow at too rapid a rate to 
permit delays in reporting enemy 
positions, or those of friendly 
units. : 

‘Aerial surveillance has been 
given as the answer, for from it 
can come information about both 
friendly and enemy forces. 

The instruments available 
for surveillance include manned 
and drone aircraft and _ pos- 
‘sible “spy” satellites. These 
instruments will employ tele- 
vision, photography, radar and 
infrared scanning. Images de- 
veloped by .TV, radar, infrared 
and possibly other sensors (for 


example, ultraviolet light il- 
lumination) can be temporary 
or permanent, that is, pre- 


sented on a screen or recorded 
on film. 
* ~ = 

TO KEEP an extensive area 
under surveillance, even if it is 
not constant surveillance, will 
require thousands of film prints 
as well as display screens for 
temporary images. 

Image interpreters (until re- 
cently photointerpreters) — will 
have the job of watching 
screens or studying the prints 
and deriving from them targets 
for_missile, artillery, armor and 
infantry attack. 

They may also have to locate 
friendly forces for resupply and 
evacuation missions. It is pos- 
sible that more from the re- 
ports that they give than from 
any. other sources will come the 
data for developing and main- 
taining situation maps and the 
other sources of information 





used by the commander in mak- 
ing plans and ordering actions. 
*~ * * 

REGARDLESS of how good 
are the planes and drones, the 
sensors and the reproduction 
equipment which creates the 
images, the image interpreters 
Stand as an essential link be- 


tween them and the com- 
mander. Interpreting photo- 
graphs, radar and infrared 


images is a difficult job, requir- 
ing long training ‘and consider- 
able experience. 

The number of film prints 
(Or transparencies) one man 
can examine is limited. The 
amount of information that he 
ean extract from a _ constantly 


changing image is even more 
limited. 

Yet the image _ interpreter 
must make sense from the 


images he sees, must gain in- 
telligence from them quickly 
enough so that the commander 
can react before the situation 
changes and targets have disap- 
peared. 

* ~ 

EQUIPMENT to mechanized 
image and print processing and 
analysis is being sought. Mar- 
velous (and highly classified) 
machines are well along. But 
none of them replaces the 
image interpreter, at least not 
yet nor, from the evidence, for 
a long time to come. 

This is perhaps the major 
problem in the kind of “war of 
the future’ which has been 
described by the Army’s offi- 
cial seers. Cheap, simple solu- 
tions are urgently needed.

Reds Do About-Face 
On Peace-of Space

HE SOVIET Union has 
made the first move in 
what promises to be a bit- 
ter and determined effort to re- 
strain the United States from us- 
ing earth satellites for observing 
Seviet activities or obtaining 
early warning of Soviet missile 
firings. 

For two years, the Soviet dele- 
gation to the United Nations has 
been stubbornly refusing to at- 
tend any meetings of the United 
Nations’ Committee on the Peace- 
ful Uses of Outer Space, because 
most of the other: members would 
not agree that all actions of the 
committee must be by unanimous 
vote — meaning a built-in Soviet 
veto. In consequence, the com- 
mittee met only once, them ad- 
journed indefinitely. 

On December 11, the Soviets 
did a sudden about-face. They 
joined the other 23 members 
in voting that the space com- 
mittee should meet by March 31, 
1962 to start discussing “interna- 
tional cooperation” in the space 
field. 

The reason for _ this 
switch isn’t hard to guess. 

* * ~ 

THE U.S. is about ready to 
start cashing in on years of 
patient trial-and-error research 
with information-seeking satel- 
lites. The Kremlin doesn’t like 
the prospect that satellites of 
-our SAMOS series will shortly be 
transmitting for our benefit pho- 
tographic intelligence of what is 
going on behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 

Nor are they pleased to think 
that the infra-red detectors of 
our MIDAS satellites will soon 
be able to detect the take-off 
flash of Soviet international mis- 
siles, thus giving us at least 30 
minutes’ reliable warning of a 
surprise attack instead of the 
somewhat uncertain 15-minute 
radar warning which is all we 
can now hope for. 

We have made very substantial 
progress recently in the develop- 
ment of both these systems, and 
there are reasons to expect that 
both will start te be usefully 
operational during 1962. 

So the Soviets undoubtedly 
mean to raise a great clamor in 
the Committee for the Peaceful 
Uses of Outter Space, using this 
United Nations agency as a 
sounding board for loud in- 
sistence that the United States 
should cease and desist from ef- 
forts at what, no doubt, Mr. Zorin 
or Mr. Tsarapkin will call “space 
espionage.” :

OBSERVERS familiar with the 
capabilities of the SAMOS and 
MIDAS systems — and others in 
remoter but interesting prospect 
—have long been wondering what 
the Soviet reaction would be. 
Enough detail about both sys- 
tems has been published in news- 
papers and technical journals to 
enable the Soviets to know be- 
fore too long what is in the 
wind — or rather, in the wind- 
less depths of space.

not only sure but timely. 

One of the paragraphs in the 
U.N. resolution about the meet- 
ing of the Committee on the 
Peaceful Uses of Outer Space 
calls on all member states to 
file fully detailed reports with 
the Secretary General of all 
space launchings. This, of course, 
will give the Soviets an official 
U.N. record on which to base 
their campaign of obstruction.

Only in the Army 
Innovator

Both the U.S. Air Force and 
the Weather Bureau of the De- 
partment of Commerce started 
as additional duties of the Army 
Signal Corps. 

The corps itself was the brain- 
child of Dr. Albert J. Myer (Ft. 
Myer, formerly Ft. Whipple, 
Va.) who, after enlisting as an 
assistant surgeon, became ab- 
sorbed in the Medical Corps’ 
function of collecting and for- 
warding weather data to the 
War Department. 

Telegraphy was about to have 
a permanent effect on tactics 
and by 1861 Major Myer was 
heading the new Military Teleg- 
raphy Department of the Signal 
Department. With aerial balloon 
observation and field telegra- 
phy contributing to the modern 
aspect of the Civil War, the Sig- 
nal Department can be credited 
in a roundabout way with the 
success of at least one important 
battle. 

At Gettysburg a small de- 
tachment of signalers frantical- 
ly waving their flags from Little 
Round Top gave the impression 
that the hill was heavily de- 
fended. As a result the rebels 
made the fatal error of delaying 
their assault for two hours. 

By 1874 Army signalers had 
established a chain of weather 
observatories from Halifax to 
the Caribbean and were report- 
ing by telegraph twice a day to 
all cities along the eastern sea- 
board 





Telephone communication was 
installed in 1878 between Ft. 
Whipple and the Chief Signal 
Officer in Washington. The first 
radio network in America was 
established by the Signal Corps 
and in 1907 the Wright brothers 
were under contract to supply

Fire Is Heavy: Your Move

THIS WEEK’S SITUATION 


The first sound is short and 
sweet. An enemy shell throws up 
cleds of dirt behind the platoon. 
With the explosion, machine guns 
—well hidden to the front—open 
up with a grazing crossfire. Your 
platoon goes flat. Two more rounds 
of 120mm slam into the platoon’s 
area.- Less than 250 yards ahead, 
other small arms have joined the 
automatic weapons fire. As rank- 
ing non-com, the choice is up to 
you—Bug out, dig-in or attack! 

What would you do? 

Here is the problem we pre- 
sented to Army Times readers 
three weeks ago. 


YOUR PREVIOUS SITUATION 


Underbrush and thick shrub 
growth make excellent camouflage 
for an enemy machine gun located 
somewhere to the front of your 
platoon. Attempts to advance have 
resulted in heavy casualties. You 
conclude that the ‘fire is coming 
from a cleverly concealed and cam- 
ouflaged bunker. How would you 
locate this machine gun? 


YOUR BEST SOLUTIONS 


“Load up several belts with 
tracer and search the front with 
fire. If the bunker is of concrete, 
the hard surface will cause a spray 
of ricochet that will give away its 
location.” 

“Call for an air drop of napalm 
to burn away the brush and cam- 
ouflage. This may not knock out 
the bunker, but it will make it 
easier to locate.” 

“Even the most clever camou- 
flage can seldom hide all traces 
of automatic fire. Look for a puff 
of smoke, a spit of flame or a flash 
of a binocular lens. Listen for the 
direction of the sound. Muzzle 
blast may raise dust or cause veg- 
etation to swirl.” 

“If the gunner is firing short 
bursts, you can try the “crack- 
thump” method. Count rapidly 
from the sound of the last crack 
of the bullet over your head until 
you hear the-dull thump of the 
sound of the weapon firing. Con- 
tinue counting until the thump 
stops. This should be the approx- 
imate range in hundreds of yards 
to the enemy gun. (Count at the 
rate of five counts per second.)” 

“Observe the strike of the bul- 
let. Often a clue will be given that

will allow you te sight back along 
the bullet’s path. It make take 
hours of close observation until 
the position is located.” 

“Open heavy fire to distract the 
enemy in the bunker and have one 


man on each flank belly forward 
with a bag of grenades.” 

“Knuckle down with a contour 
map of the terrain to your front, 
select the most probable position 
for a bunker, then assign men‘ to 
keep each of these areas under 
constant observation. Ask for tank 
support to help knock out the 
bunker. The flame-throwing tank 
works especially well in ‘bunker- 
busting.’ ” 


AUTHOR’S NOTE 


The Russian soldier is a master 
of camouflage. In World War II, 
he often constructed machine gun 
positions so well camouflaged that 
German troops approached within 
50 yards without suspicion until 
the guns opened up. To counter 
this, the Germans moved flame 
throwers up front and burned ev- 
ery terrain feature that was sus- 
pect as they advanced.. Often, as 
the flaming progressed, Russian 
soldiers could be seen popping out 
of holes and taking off in the dis- 
tance. 





eonstruct a machine gun position 
in woods or heavy brush. Then a 
shooting tunnel was cut up to. 
about 18 inches from the ground. 
This tunnel was invisible to the 


attacker from a standing position. 
Of course, no tracers were used. 
Russians seldom used tracers. 

In the end, someone had to 
crawl forward and knock out the 
gun with grenades or explosives. 

When you locate the gun, your 
first thought should be to fix the 
position definitely so that you can 
not only find it again yourself but 
locate it for your platoon leader. 
Always “Pass the Word” to others 
before you try to attack it your- 
self. For if you fail to get the 
gun your buddy may be cut down 
because you didn’t tell him where 
it was. 

German assault units carried 
flares with them in the advance.

Benning Tests New Ranges 
Using Concrete, Wood Pipe) 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — A new- 
type rifle range has been construc- 
ted at Fort Benning, which will 
permit preliminary marksmanship 
instruction under maximum safety 
conditions, according to officials 
of the Infantry School. 

Planned primarily for installa- 
tion at standard ranges in use by 
Army Reserves all over the coun- 
try upon final Army approval, the 
new range was designed to offset 
increasing limitations placed upon 
national and state rifle ranges. 

“Old ranges were usually built 
in outlying districts far removed 
from heavily populated areas,” 
Maj. L. G. Simmons said, “but 
mushrooming housing projects 
have made range safety studies a 
necessity.” 

According to the executive of- 
ficer of The Infantry School 

weapons department’s small 
arms committee, the new range 
utilizes a system of soil pipes 
which will lend the illusion of 
depth for practicing riflemen 
and, at the same time, prevent 
the possibility of wild shots fly- 
ing outside range limits. 

He said the prototype range was 
constructed for use by Reservists 
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being trained under the Trainfire 
system of ‘rifle marksmanship in- 
struction and is 25 meters long. 

* * *€ 


UNDER THE direction of Maj. 
Simmons and his small arms: staff, 
the new range was constructed by 
Co. B, 806th Engr. Bn. It consists 
of four “tubes” 40 feet long. One 
of the tubes is of heavy wooden 
planking while the others consist 
of sections of cement piping. 

One of the firing lanes had been 
modified to allow shooting from 
the standing position by placing 
one 40-foot section of piping di- 
rectly along the top of the lower 
pipe. 

“Covered foxholes built at the 
firing line end of the tubes now 
permit shooting from the foxhole 
and from the prone, kneeling, sit-

ting and standing positions with’ 


little chance of stray shots flying 
off,” he said. 

Work now includes an inten- 
sive session of firing in deliber- 
ate attempt to hit the cement 
and wood at the far end of each 
tube. Shots are being fired at 
tep, bottom and sides of the 
tubes to ascertain maximum pos- 
sible angle of ricochet flight. 
The bouncing bullets tear 
through a huge expanse of cloth 
erected on frames which enclose 
the entire area of bullet strike. 

“We then read the angle of the 
wildest shots from the muzzle of 
the tube from which they were 
fired to give us an idea of just 
how extensive in height and width 
range backstops must be,” Sim- 
mons said.

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Called-Up Reserve Gripes 
Result in a ‘Second Look’ 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON—One result of 
the reservist gripes over the mobi- 
lization has been a very detailed 
“second look” at the Ready Re- 
serve and its costs. 

The first step that the Penta- 
gon has taken in this second look 
is that a new policy is out which 
states that all guardsmen and re- 
servists who have sought an escape 
from the mobilization call will be 
“out” of the = . 
Guard and the 
Reserve, unless 
they have a re- 
serve obligation 
remaining. This 
means the end 
of drill pay, if 
they have been 
assigned to a 
unit, and future 
reserve retire- 
ment pay. 

It is interest- 
ing to note that the average re- 
serve retired pay for officers at 
age 60 is payable at least five 
years earlier than Social Security 
(although the latter may now be 
paid on a reduced basis at age 62) 
and amounts to more than Social 
Security. Furthermore, unlike So- 
cial Security, the reservists make 
no contribution into this retired 
fund. 

For example, the latest figures 
on reserve retirment show 97,236 
drawing retired pay totaling about 
$300 million a year. Before the 
time of retirement guardsmen and 
reservists draw one day’s pay for 
each of 48 drills plus 15 days’ an- 
nual training, or a total of 45 
days’ pay per year. 

Before World War II reservists 
(but not the guardsmen) received 
no drill pay and averaged about 
one tour of active duty for 15 days 
every three years. They certainly 
did not have the materialistic ap- 
proach that is now lodged at the 
doorstep of the present day re- 
servists. 

Some of the defects that showed 
up when the Reserve units were 
mobilized can be laid directly to 
Congress and some to the Pentagon 
leadership that existed during the 
past several years on paper but 
not in reality. 

There is no question but what 
the Guard and Reserve units lack- 
ed equipment, as does the active 


Army even today. Shortage of

equipment, however, is an old 
story to the Army. Even in the 
mobilization days of 1941 simu- 


lated training devices were in use. 
The leadership of officers then was 
determined on how much impro- 
vising they carried out. 

Then many of the Reserve of- 
ficers called to active duty had 
had active service with the old 
CCC camps. There they received 
training not matched by even 
the Regular Army, for they were 
on their own and learned leader- 
ship and command responsibili- 
ties the hard way? 

The biggest criticism of the 
Army in its administration of the 
Reserve during the past years has 
been concerned with the type of 
officers assigned to the corps. 


Too many were assigned on the 
eve of retirement. From time to 
time the Army would come out 
with directives saying that every 
active duty officer could expect at 
least one tour with the “civilian 
components” during his service; 
that the old military districts 
(each covered one state) would 
be regrouped into 14 corps (the 
Fifth Army got four corps, the 
other five armies two each) and 
that all corps commanders would 
be hand-picked. This selection was 
followed to some degree. 

But early in 1961 the Army, 
under Secretary Elvis Stahr, began 
to show every sign of meaning 
what it said when the directives 
said that top level generals would 
get the corps assignmerits. This 
twas kicked off with Tom Yancey 
getting VIII Corps in Texas; 
Johnny Seaman the VI at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison; and “Swede” 
Larsen the corps at Indiantown 
Gap. These are the bright young 
generals of tomorrow’s leadership.

Recalling How Presidio's 
Big Guns Boomed... 


By LLOYD BARBER 


PRESIDIO OF SAN FRANCISCO, Calif.—No longer do San Francisco homes tremble, 
windows rattle or dishes break from the big guns of the Presidio. But in the first half of 
this century, the guns roared regulary in practice. 


Advance notice of firings, re- 
leased to Bay Area newspapers by 
the Army Coast Artillery Corps, 


warned homeowners to keep win- 
dows open to prevent shattering 
from the powerful concussion. 

The big guns came around the 
turn of the century. Old Fort 
Point’s» smooth-bore cannons and 
the Civil War Rodman guns of 
Battery East on the hill above the 
fort had become obsolete long be- 
fore breech-loading, disappearing 
guns appeared during the 1890s. 

* ™ + 


A NEW SERIES of reinforced 
concrete gun installations begun 
in 1893 continued under construc- 
tion for 15 years. Located on the 
hillsides of the south shore of the 
Golden Gate, they were armed 
with six, 10, and 12-inch-bore dis- 
appearing guns, 12-inch mortars, 
15-inch pneumatic dynamtie guns, 
and other types. This defense sys- 
tem was a formidable guardian of 
San Francisco Harbor. 

The ingeniously constructed dis- 
appearing guns armed Batteries 
Marcus Miller, Cranston, 
caster, Crosby and Mendell, named 
for noted Army officers. Only in 
firing position could these guns be 
seen behind their thick concrete 
parapets. After belching fire, 
smoke and thunder, the guns re- 
coiled on long steel arms complete- 
ly out of sight of enemy observers.

TODAY, the concrete emplace- 
ments of the first four of these 
batteries, looking like ghosts from 
another age, still ring the Golden 
Gate Bridge Toll Plaza and extend 
south along the coast. Their weap- 
ons were scrapped for steel after 
their range and elevation became 
outmoded by later guns and the 
giant 16-inchers emplaced just be- 
fore War II. 

Other batteries at the Presidio 
used carriages that held the guns 
permanently above protective em- 
placements. 

Although San Francisco’s coastal 
defenses made it the best protect- 
ed harbor on either seaboard, not 
one gun fired a shot at an enemy 
vessel. 

A Coast Artillery company. of 
about 150 men was required to 
man a three-gun coastal battery. 
Underground, beneath the concrete 
gun platform, were the data plot- 
ting room and powder magazine. 
Shells and powder bags brought 
to the surface by hoist reached the 
gun breech by hand pushed truck. 
The powder bags were long cylind- 
ers covered with silk which fitted 
the gun caliber. Silk burned quick- 
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(ly, leaving no spark to ignite the 
next charge prematurely. 

Two types of shell were used, 
one which burst on impact and an 
armor-piercing type which could 
penetrate an enemy ship and ex- 
plode inside. 

In the plotting room, incoming 
ships were pinpointed ona scale 
map of the area. Observation posts 
north and south of each battery 
sighted on target and telephoned 
its position to the plotting room. 
From this data, guns were fixed in 
correct position and fired. 

Although many coastal guns 
were fired electrically, those at 
the Presidio were fired by lanyard, 
or cord,

AFTER THE disappearing guns 
| became obsolete, two 16-inch non- 
| disappearing guns were installed 
| during 1939 at both Fort Funston 
|}and Fort Cronkhite. They were 
the largest in the Bay Area but, 
with each round costing $6000, 
only two practice firings could be 
made each year. Their range of 
nearly 30 miles was three times 
that of the older disappearing guns. 

Before the 16-inchers were fired, 
shipping was warned to stay clear 
of the target area. Then the tar-

get was towed by fast ship into 
range. When the giants fired, the 
sound could be heard for many 
miles, while the concussion shook 
buildings in the vicinity. 

The. development of long-range 
bombers and guided missiles dur- 
ing War II brought to an end the 
coastal system of defense dating 
back almost a century. Consequent- 
ly, the last of the big guns, the 16- 
inchers, were scrapped in 1948, 
Their elaborate emplacements, 
along with those of other old bat- 
teries, still remain, a reminder of 
those days before. the nuclear age 
made mobility the key to survival.

National Guard Unit COs 
Are Told to Get on the Ball 


WASHINGTON—Army National 
Guard unit commanders will have 
to get on the ball with their paper 
work or reception processing of 6- 
month trainees will be fouled up 
next month, Pentagon officials in- 
dicated this week. 

In the National Guard Bureau’s 
Bulletin 47, attention is called to 
deficiencies in the administration 
of records which “unless elimi- 
nated, will continue to adversely 
affect reception processing” when 
trainee inputs resume in January. 

The most common troubles in ad- 
ministration of records; the bulle- 
tin said, are: 

“Failure of unit commanders to 
forward personnel records so as to 
arrive at the U.S. Army reception 
stations three days in advance of 
the individual’s reporting date as 
required by current directives. In 
this connection, many individuals 
handcarry their records. Late ar- 
rival of personnel records at the re- 
ception stations precludes immedi- 
ate processing of the individuals, 
makes it necessary to prepare tem- 
porary records, conduct clothing 
showdowns, and otherwise imposes 
an additional workload on the re- 
ception station.

Civil Service Notes 
Action Due 
On Employe 
Legislation

ERE are some civil serv- 

ice bills which did not 
pass in the last session of 
Congress but stand a reason- 
ably good chance of action 
when the lawmakers return 
in January: 

S 1070 — Provides additional 
units of life insurance coverage 
for federal employes. It has al- 
ready passed the Senate. 

HR 1010 — Provides a mini- 
mum increase in pay of two 
longevity steps for those near the 
top of their grade who are pro- 
moted to the next higher grade 
and would not get a salary in- 
crease if they had to start at the 
opening step of the new grade 
The bill has passed the House. 

HR 4131 — Giving agencies the 
right to waive overpayments to 
employes in hardship cases. 

It has passed the House and 
will be considered by the Judi- 
ciary Committee in the Senate. 

HR 6535 — Validating overpay- 
ments made under the 1955 pay 
increase act. Bill passed the 
House. 

HR 8565 — Permitting _fire- 
fighters to get full benefit of pay 
step increases. 

HR 6371 — Increasing the ex- 
emption-of civil service annuities 
from income tax from $1200 to 
$1524. Bill passed the House, will 
be considered by Senate Finance 
Committee. 

HR: 7021 — Requiring federal 
employes to occupy government 
quarters only when the head of 
an agency confirms the need for 
the workers near jobs. Bill passed 
the House. 

S 1850 — Increasing retirement 
multiplier for hazardous duty em- 
ployees to 2% percent. Senate 
subcommittee hearings held.

A BILL THAT STANDS only a 
fighting chance is S 188 which 
would give retirement on full an- 
nuity after 30 years service for 
those 55 and over. Also in for 
tough sledding at best is HR 3648 
establishing a joint Congressional 
committee on pay.

THE PRESIDENT will probably 
soon issue an order to set up uni- 
form appeals procedures in the 
federal service and strengthen em- 
ploye appeal rights. 

The order is part of the pack- 
age deal on employe union recog- 
nition that resulted from a recent 
task force study. 

The order will insure that an 
employe is not removed from his 
job until action is taken on his 
appeal.

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Zeus Records

WASHINGTON—The Nike Zeus recorded its longest 


flight over the Pacific missile 
flicting reports. on funds for 
system. 

Although the flight was said to 
be the Zeus’ longest, officials de- 
clined to discuss its distance and 
direction. It was the fourth consecu- 
tive success for the missile at Point 
Mugu, Calif.

BUT since Army Times learned

be reasonably accurate. 

With thte Zeus’ latest success at 
Mugu and the system’s fine overall 
research and development record, 
Army officials say they fail to 
understand héw the Administration 
or the Defense Department can 
deny money for production of the 
missile system. 

A refusal of Zeus production 
money in the new budget, said one 
source, “would be a big blow to the 
Army.” Although no one mentioned 
it at the Pentagon, some Arny 
friends in Congress can also be ex-

McCORMACK has said that he 
agrees with the Army chief of re- 
search and development, Lt. Gen. 
Arthur Trudeau, and others that “to 
delay production of the Zeus. . . is 
to court disaster in the future.” 

Miller, a member of the House 
Space and Aeronautics committee, 
this year inserted a report of the 
Zeus’ anti-satellite capability into 
the Congréssional Record. 

From outward appearances, the 
Army was confident, until about a 
week ago, that there would be 
money for a start on the missile 
in the fiscal year 1963 budget go- 
ing to Congress in January. It has 
been widely reported that at the re- 
cent meeting of the President and 
his top defense aides at Hyannis 
Port, Mass., more than $200 mil- 
lion for Zeus production was in- 
cluded in the new budget. 

If, in fact, the $200 million has 
been slashed from the budget, the 
cut was made to hold down a mili- 
tary budget that was expected to 
be the largest in the U.S. history.

“*. elf, was under the be- 
lief earlier,” said Gilpatric, that 
we could successfully mobilize and 
demobilize reservists to meet 
crises in this cold-war period. 
may have been wrong in that. It 
may be that we might have to have 
more regular forces to deal with 
that type of recurrent crisis and 
use the reserve for large scale 
crises.” 

He noted that the Pentagon has 





recommended to the President the 
addition of two more Regular Army 
divisions’ which would bring the 
total force of the active Army up 
to 16. 

“Then, too,” he said, “we have 
to recognize that the reserve plan- 
ning in the past traditionally was 
toward a slow large-scale mobiliza- 
tion. We have never used, as far 
as I know, our reserves on a quick 
mobilization to meet a crisis that 
does not result ina shooting war.”

IN THE LIGHT of these con- 
siderations, he said, the Pentagon 
is reconsidering its long-range 
planning for the reserves. He con- 
firmed reports that some advisers 
“feel that we do best to rely for 
divisional units on the National 
Guard and on the reserve pools for 
the fillers.” 

However, he added that all the 
thinking is tentative on questions 
of cutting the reserves, revamping 
the troop basis and which com- 
ponents should be retained in spe- 
cific missions. No decisions have 
been made as yét, he indicated. 

The Defense official also con- 
firmed that there are tentative 
plans to release recalled reservists 
before their year of service is up. 
However, he said, the “decision 
will be made by the President in 
the light of the international sit- 
uation next spring.” 

Confirmation that some Admin- 
istration advisers have considered 
repeated callups as a likely future 
prospect in the cold war may lend 
strength to claims by reserve lead- 


I| ers that such planners have brok- 


en faith with the citizen-soldiers. 
The Reserve Officers Association 
recently charged that reservists 
previously were “guaranteed” they 
would not be mobilized without a

RED SMITH ought to be in the Hall of Fame, even 
if it is necessary to kick out half a dozen guys 
now in there. He has done more than all but a few 
men to enhance the world of sports in America. There 
is a story by Smith in this book about fishing in the 
Andes that makes you want to catch the next plane 
to South America. It is worth the price of the book. 

But it is not the only thing here. All of the stories 
are good reading. This is not a book about specta- 
tor sports; it’s about participating. All stories are by 
men who took part in the action, usually hunting or 
fishing, with a few exceptions. 

There’s a wonderful story about a lone, white Wolf 
of the West by J. Frank Dobie. There’s a story about 
hunting barren-ground grizzly bears in the Arctic, a 
story by Roy Chapman Andrews about hunting tigers 
in North Korea, a piece on a tiger hunt in Kashipur, 
India. A Striper for the Consul, by Harry Caldwell, 
is a missionary’s story of how he killed a tiger in 
China that had made 250 kills.

THE STORIES in the book are straight-forward 
and honestly written; there is none of the high-blown 
prose one finds in the so-called adventure stories in 
what are called men’s magazines. The stories are all 
worth telling and the writers can afford to tell them 
simply. 

There is another quality that makes these stories 
readable. It runs through the whole book: The au- 
thors have great respect, you could almost say love, 


‘for the animals they kill. The tiger, the bear, the 


lion, the wolf are creatures of beauty, strength, skill 
and enormous courage and the men who hunt them 
are always conscious of this and it lends a dignity to 
their stories.

Of Jane's

HE SOVIET NAVY is 

now stressing quality 
rather than quantity, ac- 
cording to the latest issue 
of “Jane’s,” the “bible” of 
world navies. This change, 
according to editor Black- 
man “is probably due to 
the fact that the desired 
peak in quantity has been 
reached.” Quality means 
nuclear - powered subma- 
rines and missile armed 
surface warships. 

For the first time Jane’s 
has a photo of a Soviet 
missile ship. She’s a Krup- 
nyi class destroyer, be- 
lieved to be armed with 
wo surface-to-air missile 
launchers. But they’re cov- 
ered over in the photo, 
thus revealing little. The 
ship appears to have less 
electronic gears than U.S. 
missile destroyers. 


Jane’s credits the Red 
ship with 16 57mm guns, 
four 37mm guns, and a 
speed .of 38 knots. 

* = * 

THE LISTING for Soviet 
nuclear - powered subma- 
rines remains the same as 
last year: Three complet- 
ed and three in various 
stages of completion. These 
are said to displace 3000 
tons and are 328 feet long. 

It’s noted that the Soviet 
Union claims it has more 
and faster nuclear subma- 
rines than the U.S., but 
Jane’s says “the U.S. rec- 
ord in this field stands so 
high, at present and she 
had such a good start (23 
have been completed of 
which seven are Polaris 
armed) that it is doubtful 
if her achievement can 
have been surpassed.” 

Again there is no men- 
tion of the Red navy scrap- 
ping part or all of its fleet 
of 25 cruisers as stated by 
Premier Khrushchev a cou- 
ple of years back while 
visiting the U.S.

THERE are many changes 
in this year’s edition.

"THE RECENT merging 

of TAC with Army’s 
strategic command tends 
to make this account of 
the tactical arm more time- 
ly rather than to outdate 
it. This is because, regard- 
less- of its place in the or- 
ganizational tables, TAC re- 
mains the’ fast-moving, 
hard-hitting force on which 
the U.S. must depend to 
help stamp out sparks in 
the world before they be- 
come fires. 

Relatively new by com- 
parison with some of the 
other commands, TAC is 
often overshadowed by 
SAC’s might and Air De- 
fense Command’s close-to- 
home responsibilities. Its 
mission is less clear in the 
public mind. It cannot de- 
stroy cities and countries 
or defend the U.S. Its job 
is simply to be ready to 
play fire fighter wherever 
it is needed in the world. 

This mission is_ itself 
unique. Big bombers and 
defensive fighters have had 
a role to play since War 
I. Neither has the role in 
the cold war which must 
be played by TAC. And, 
while other ‘commands 
have had their share of 
controversy, none has been 
the center of debate as 
much as TAC. 


With every shift in 
defense philosophy, from 
massive retaliation to 
limited war prepared- 
ness to counterforce, the 
position of TAC’s airlift 
and fast strike forces are 
weighed, questioned and 
defended. 

It was time someone 
wrote a book about all this, 
and Richards, a jet-quali- 
fied pilot and reserve offi- 
cer, appears to be the 
ideal choice of authors. 

An aviation writer of 
some experience, he hap- 
pily rejected the “easy 
way out” taken by too 
many authors who purport 
to “cover” the Air Force. 
Not content to write his 
book from the unit his- 
tories and the official 
handouts, he. flew with 
TAC from California to 
Italy in an F-100, tramped 
the world to talk to TAC 
pilots and lived his story 
before he wrote it.

Those Who Knock Garner 
Deserve Much Pity

OR some time now, Erroll Garner’s piano playing has 
been out of fashion with a loud, though not a large, 


segment of the jazz audience. 


“the end” in the late forties now 
find many reasons to put Garner 
down. This may be due in part to 
the fact that several influential 
jazz writers consider damning Er- 
roll Garner with faint praise a 
rule of thumb, a kind of categorical 
imperative if one seeks to aspire 
toward “serious” jazz criticism. 
(Why are there so many more 
“serious” critics than critics?) 

Of course, one reason why many 
hippies now hold slight regard for 
Garner may have much to do with 
the man’s fame and financial suc- 
cess. If Garner were scuffling and 
did not draw large crowds, I 
suspect that those who so easily 
put him down would find innumer- 
able reasons to put him up. 

In this respect, some jazz en- 
thusiasts are much like enthusiasts 
for the other fine arts. Just as 
some students of literature will 
flip over a minor poet while find- 
ing little of great value in Shake- 
speare or Burns (partly because 
so many others do), some jazz 
types lean toward minor musicians 
and profess to find little of value 
in the work of Teagarden or Good- 
man, or Garner. Some jazz enthusi- 
asts seem to think it isn’t like hip, 
man, to dig a musician the square 
world is aware of. And the square 
world is aware of Garner, just as 
it is aware of Armstrong, Good- 
man, and Ella Fitzgerald. 


But whatever some hippies and 
some jazz critics may think, Garner 
remains one of the most original 
of jazz pianists (and wishing other- 
wise, colleagues, for whatever rea- 
son, will not alter this fact). That 
his work seldom inspires gee-whiz 
reviews as it once did is a sad 
commentary on jazz criticism. 

= * . 

THE 40-YEAR-OLD pianist is 
probably playing better than ever 
now and his two newest records 
are a case in point. “Closeup in 
Swing” (Octave ABC 395), record- 
ed this year, is plainly superior to 
“Swinging Solos” (Columbia 1512), 
apparently recorded some time 
ago. There is excitement on the 
Columbia set, too, but there is 
also some surprisingly dull and 
sloppy work and my guess is that 
Garner would have preferred not 
to have two or three of these 
tracks released. But if you like

Garner, there is reason to invest 
in both LPs. 


The Octave LP finds Garner 
romping through such welcome 
songs as You Do Something To Me, 
Some of These Days (at a bright 
tempo, with no heavy show biz 
beat), All of Me, Back in Your 
Own Back Yard. And Garner’s 
fascinating right hand time lag— 
a kind of Garner trademark which 
many have tried to imitate but no 
one has imitated well—is delight- 
fully emphasized on My Silent 
Love. 

* * a 

GARNER’S way of playing the 
piano is unique. No one plays the 
instrument the way he does. A 
self-taught musician who does not 
read music (but one who is bless- 
ed with a wonderful ear and is not 
to be found playing the wrong 
chords), Garner’s piano playing 
is easily identified after only- a 
few bars on any song because of 
(1) his fascinating guitar-like left 
hand (it sounds something like a 
rhythm guitar player playing four 
beats to the bar, not comping) and 
(2) the delayed action or time lag 
in his right hand, playing melody. 
Garner also has an _ unusually 
sharp sense of dynamics. His vol- 
ume has a wide range. He can roar, 
he can whisper. 

I have never heard of Garner or 
anyone else mentioning such a 
seemingly absurd influence, but his 
right hand, which can become al- 
most cloying at times, has always 
reminded me of a hip Eddy Duchin, 
if such can be imagined. (For 
younger readers, Duchin was a 
corny and popular pianist in the 
thirties. He was not a jazz pianist 
by any means but a skillful and 
flashy “mickey mouse” musician, 
the kind of piano player one still 
hears in hotel bands today.) In 
any event, Duchin and other non- 
jazz pianists used something 
similar to Garner’s right hand 
time lag long before Garner 
brought it to jazz piano and made 
it swing.

large stage frequently, can rock 
a small club as few pianists can. 
His witty improvisations, large 
repertoire (his drummer once told 
me bewteen sets, “I’m never sur- 
prised any more at what he might 
play, he knows all kinds of old 
tunes most of us have forgotten 
long ago and he’s liable to go into 
any one of them just for kicks. 
I'm glad I’m his drummer and 
not his bass player!’’), and habit 
of grinning impishly around the 
room (while sitting on a Manhat- 
tan telephone directory), adds to 
his appeal in a small club.

LAST WEEK a viewer of the 
TV scene wrote in to ask me, ‘How 
does it- happen that a pedestrian 
comedy series like Joey Bishop’s 
seems to have plenty of viewers, 
while Steve Allen’s show appar- 
ently is headed for oblivion?” 


This is a good question and as 
complicated to answer as “What’s 
going on in Katanga now?” One 
simple fact, however, is that Joey 
Bishop’s show follows (on NBC) 
a thing called “Wagon Train,” 
which happens to be about the 
hottest item in the rating lists. 

Allen, on the ABC network, hap- 
pens to be opposite “Wagon Train” 
at the same time in many cities. 
But, you say, a lot of people must 
be getting weary of that old west- 
ern by now. Why don’t they try 
Allen for a change? 

Maybe they are weary and 
would like a change, but they 
are captives of their kids who 
are like narcotics addicts when 
it comes to westerns. Go ahead! 
Tell junior and his little sister 
they can’t watch “Wagon Train” 
tonight. Then, try to laugh it 
up while you watch Allen! 
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“It’s true,” says Allen, “that 
7:30 is the kiddies’ hour, and in 
the mid-West we come on at 6:30, 
which is even more so.” 

Why then, you ask, does ABC 
slot Allen at this hour? Well, the 
network probably didn’t have any 
other time open, and anyway it 
has to try some kind of an anti- 
dote when a competing network is 
pasting it at the rating polls.

STAMPS & COINS

WASHINGTON—As we have for the past five years, 
we devote our last December column to a summary of the 
United States Stamps issued during the past twelve 


months.’ 


This has been an interesting 
and fairly active stamp year, 
while staying within the bounds 
set by the new postal adminis- 
trators. 

There were 15 commemora- 
tives, two airmail stamps, one 
regular stamp, and one airlet- 
ter sheet. 

Four of the stamps were is- 
sued in January, two in Febru- 
ary, one each in April and May, 
three in June, one each in July, 
August and September, two each 
in October and November, and 
one in December. 

First stamp of the year was 
the four-cent Patrick Henry 
Credo issued at Richmond, Va., 
January 11, There were 415,252 
first day covers cancelled. 

January 13 brought a rede- 
signed 15-cent airmail. It was 
issued at Buffalo, N.Y., with 
192,976 first day covers can- 
celled. 

The only “Champion of Lib- 
erty” issues for the year were 
released at Washington, D.C. 
January 26. These were the four 
and eight-cent values of the sa- 
lute to Ghandhi of India. First 
day totals were quite high on 
both issues. For the four-centers 
it was 782,522; for the eight- 
centers, 718,434. 

There were two issues early 
in February. On February 2 the 
four-cent range conservation 
stamp was issued at Salt Lake 
City. There were 357,101 cov- 
ers cancelled, one of the low 
totals for the year. 

The Horace Greely stamp, is- 
sued at Chappaqua, N.Y. the 
next day, fared only slightly bet- 
ter, with 359,205 covers can- 
celled. This was another four- 
cent issue. 

April 12 saw the release of 
another of the Civil War cen- 
tennial issues. This one showed 
Fort Sumter and was issued at 
Charleston, S.C. There were 
602,599 covers cancelled on this 
four-cent value. 

May had one stamp, a four- 
cent salute to Kansas Statehood 
on May 10. First day sale was 
- at Council Grove, Kansas, with 
480,561 covers cancelled 

An 1l-cent stamp showing the 
Statue of Liberty was added to 
the regular series of June 15. 
First day sale was in Washing- 
ton, D.C., with 238,905 covers 
cancelled, low mark for the year. 

The next day an 11-cent air- 
letter sheet was issued at Johns- 
town, Pa. There were only 
163,460 covers cancelled. Since 
this is not technically a stamp, 
the cover total should not be 
compared with other issues for 
the year. 

A 13-cent international airmail 
stamp was released in New York 
City on June 28. First day can- 
og were applied to 316,166 cov- 


“Washington, D. C. was the site 
of the issue of the four-cent 
stamp honoring George W. Nor- 
ris. First day total on this one 
was 482,875. 

The fiftieth anniversary of 
Naval Aviation rated a four- 
cent commemorative. It was is- 
sued at San Diego, California on 
August 20. There were 416,391 


first day cancels.

stamp was issued at Washing- 
ton, D. C., October 4. This 
was a colorful product of the 
Giori Press and proved quite 
popular with collectors. There 
were 723,443 first day covers 
cancelled. This four-cent 
stamp was the one on which 
our successful first day cover 
guessing contest was based 
this year. 

The stamp saluting the Re- 
public of China drew the most 
first day cover requests during 
the year. This stamp, a four- 
center issued at Washington, 
D.C., brought 825,542 cover re- 
quests. While not a record for 
the post office, it is a respec- 
table total for any stamp. 

The issue honoring Naismith 
and Basketball did not fare as 
well. There were 479,917 cov- 
ers cancelled when this four- 
center was issued at Spring- 
field, Mass., November 6. 

The Pershing stamp replaced 
the Statue of Liberty adhesive 
as the eight-cent stamp in the 
regular series beginning Novem- 
ber 17. First day ceremonies 
were part the annual meet- 
ing and show of the American 
Stamp Dealers’ Association in 
New York City. First day sales 
reached 321,031. 


_ Still to come as of this writ- 
ing is the salute to the nursing 
profession. This stamp is sched- 
uled for issue at Washington, 
D.C., December 28. 

Wise collectors will take this 
opportunity to pick up any of 
the issues they missed during 
the year. They can be obtained 
from stamp dealers or may be 
ordered through the Philatelic 
Sales Agency, Post Office De- 
partment, Washington 25, D.C. 
A list of available stamps can 
be obtained by sending a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope 
to the agency. The list includes 
detailed instructions for order- 
ing stamps.

jack. Declarer could run the clubs, 
but this would give him only seven 
tricks. West. would get in with the 
ace of diamonds to cash the rest 
of the hearts, thus defeating the 
contract. 

But East was a good committee 
member. Instead of returning his 
partner’s suit, he tried a switch to 
spades. 

This didn’t dismay South. He 
could take the top spades before 
leading a heart to dummy. This 
gave him nine tricks before West 
had a chance to take the hearts. 

Mind you, I wouldn’t want to 
give the impression that you 
should always return your part- 
ner’s suit. But you should have 
a good reason for switching. In 
this case, there was no reason for 
East to lead spades if his partner 
hadn’t thought. enough of the suit 
to lead it originally.

— When 
the “Pinata” appears in the mar- 
kets of Mexico, it’s the sign that 
Christmas is near. 

Cleverly disguised in papier 
mache: figures of swans, rabbits, 
donkeys and other figures, the 
clay bowl “pinata” is as much a 
part of the Mexican Christmas sea- 
son as the religious “posadas.” 

At fiestas held at the end of the 
“posadas,” the “pinata” is suspend- 
ed from the ceiling on a rope that 
can be raised or lowered. While 
one blindfolded guest tries to 
break the pinata with a stick, an- 
other maneuvers it out of reach. 
But when it finally is broken, the 
“pinata” spills sweets and trinkets 
causing a mad scramble. 

A “posada” includes whole fam- 
ilies and friends, old and young. 
Beginning at nightfall, the group 
forms a_candle-lit procession 
through the streets, intoning Latin 
litanies. 

Once at the selected home, the 
group pleads in song for lodgings. 
After several pleas they identify 
themselves. The doors swing open, 
a song of rejoicing is sung, and 
everyone prays before the “naci- 
miento,” a replica of the stable 
scene in which the Saviour was 
born. 

There is also dancing in the 
streets, showers of confetti and a 
fusillade of firecrackers. Enor- 
mous lighted images of colored 
paper are carried in processions. 
Often there are elaborate floats 
depicting Nativity scenes. 

The Christmas Eve “‘posada” dif- 
fers from the others in that the 
Christ Child appears. The figure 
of the Holy Infant is placed in the 
“nacimiento” after the procession 
has started either at the selected 
house, or the church, in the case 
of village celebrations.

stamped pieces of mail—most-

Actually mail from Christmas, 
Fla., bears the postmark simply 
“Christmas, Florida” — with the 
date and hour of dispatch. But 
an extra cachet, designed for hand 
use in the lobby by visiting pa 
trons, brightly- sets off the letters 
and cards with a tree and the 
words, “Glory to God in the high- 
est.” 

It’s all downright Christmasy. 

Or, at least, it must be since 
300,000 pieces of mail were 
handled last year at the tiny 
post office 25 miles east of Or- 
lando. And this year’s volume 
threatens to be a record-breaker, 
Mrs. Tucker predicts. 

Some of the mail goes (and 
comes in from) overseas — and 
generally to all parts of the United 
States and Canada. 

“The nicest thing about our 
Christmas, Fla.,” said Mrs. Tucker, 
“is all the wonderful people you 
meet from all over the world. I 
had a lovely lady in this week 
from Switzerland.” 

“And that helps,” she added, 
“with the little scenes for the 
Christmas Around the’ World diora- 
mas we are fixing for the -Mu- 
seum.” Ten countries will be rep- 
resented in a special feature dis- 
play this year. “We add to them 
after each December as’we get the 
time, the data, and the materials 
to make the scenes,” Mrs. Tucker 
explained. 

During the past three years Mrs 
Tucker has been collecting mate- 
rial for a Peace Shrine — to be 
composed of “a little of every 
state and nation.” She wrote each 
Governor, each county, and the 
heads of different religious de- 
nominations. 

When completed, there will be 
a museum of things pertaining to 
Christmas, and five landscaped 
acres designed as a place of in- 
spiration for all faiths, with an 
outdoor chapel, and a permanent 
shelter for the life-size nativity 
figures on display.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Institute of Real Estate

Book Discusses 
Real Estate Tax 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Current 
developments concerning the tax 
aspects of three-way exchanges of 
real estate are discussed in detail 
in a new supplement to “Advan- 
tages in Taxes,” a book published 
by the National Institute of Farm 
Brokers.

The official target date for 
completing the survey and mark- 
ing program—which Department 
of Defense officials believe will 
identify enough fallout shelter 
spaces for about 50 million peo- 
ple—is Dec. 31, 1962.

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Query Produces Look at What Photo Judges Seek 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


HE READER begs to differ, Namely, V. Eugene Johnson of Lake Lillian, Minn., asks 
what makes the picture of the girl on the Camera Page of the November 18 issue of 
the TIMES such an “appealing shot”... that “it just missed winning one of the top awards 


in the 1961 Popular Photog- 
raphy $25,000 International 
Picture Contest” (the quote is 
from my caption for the reproduc- 
tion). , 

“To me,” he writes, “it seems 
like a very ordinary picture and, 
if I had taken 
it, I should not 
have thought of 
submitting it to 
a contest. ... 
Even if I had 
taken the pic- 
ture and want- 
ed to submit it 
to a contest, I 
probably should 
= have used up- 

right format 
DESCHIN with less dark 
area to the left of the subject 
(as you look at the picture).” 

What do the contest judges want 
anyway, Jehnson asks in effect. 

First, in the matter of the pic- 
ture of the girl, this happens to 
be, in the opinion of several of 
the judges of this particular con- 
test—as well as my own—a very 
fine portrait of a child. And part 
of its effeetiveness, I must add, 
is exactly the dark area Johnson 
wants to crop away. 

The girl is charming (young, yet 
with a hint of maturity), the 
photographer caught an alert mo- 
ment in her look and face (I find 
the intensity of her gaze nearly 
hypnotic), and the composition, 
which gives the situation a sense 
of space, would be banal if cropped 
in the manner suggested above. 

As to what judges go for, it’s 
anybody’s guess, including the 
judges’. Nobody can really tell 
until the pictures show up at 
the judging. It is up to the con- 
testant to submit the pictures 
he believes are his best work, 
then hope the judges will agree 
with him. 

Except that the pictures most 
likely to win are those with initial 
impact and holding power, plus 
good techniaue, there is really 
nothing specific one can say, Orig- 
inality helps, but sincerity, imagi- 
nation, the unusual portrayed in 
strong visual terms will get you 
further. 

In addition, jury standards vary 
with individual judges and groups 
of judges. Where a given picture 
may be turned down by one kind 
of jury, another may give it a 
prize, maybe one of the top awards. 
It is a matter of taste, most im- 
portant the good taste of the con- 
testant. But in the final analysis, 
as I have said, it is up to the con- 
testant. 

Contests should not be viewed 
as games of chance, but as an op- 
portunity to have one’s. work as- 
sessed by a jury of competence. 
But the photographer must be con- 





vinced of its excellence first. If. 


he wins a prize, he may consider 
himself justified; if he does not 
win a prize, neither has he lost one. 
You do the best you can, but don’t 
try to please the judges; please 
yourself. f ’

process one cannot process East- 
man Kodak film into slides at 
home. However, I have been told 
film into slides without too much 
difficulty.” 








The “secret process” refers to 
the processing of Kodachrome film 
only, and even this is no longer a 
secret, but is available to any 
color photofinisher who can get 
enough money together to set up 
the necessary machinery, which is 
costly. Because of the expense and 
the difficulty, let alone the facili- 
ties and experience required, proc- 
essing Kodachrome is far out of 
reach for the amateur. 

However, home processing of 
Ektachrome, Anscochrome and 
Kodacolor, as well as Agfacolor, 
is relatively easy provided one 
follows the directions exactly. 
Moreover, the amateur needs 
little more in the way of equip- 
ment and materials than is called 
for in ordinary black-and-white 
film processing. 

For full details, see the instruc- 
tion sheet that comes with the 
film you buy, or get a fuller dis- 
cussion in such books as Ira B. 
Current’s “How to Process Color 
Films at Home” (New York: Am- 
photo. $2.50); Arthur Kramer’s

Robert Bagby’s “Anscochrome and 
Ektachrome Home Processing”

CAPT. JOHN E. Pendergast 
(USAF) needs information on il- 
lumination procedure in making 
duplicate color slides. 

Duplicate color slides can be 
made either by placing the original 





in contact with the copy film 
(Ansco makes a film designed 
specifically for duplicating slides) 
in a printing frame and exposing 
by the light in the enlarger ( a 211 
or 212 lamp), or by setting the 
original in a carefully masked 
light box and illuminating the 
slide from the rear or the bottom. 

There are a number of designs 
for the latter, the most astisfactory, 
it seems to me, are the Ones in 
which the light box is set on a 
table (with original to be copied 
resting in a mask on the box), and 
the illumination is from the bot- 
tom. With the camera attached to 
a support, similar to the enlarger 
post, the copyist is assured that 
the copy film and the plane of the 
original will be parallel. 

For fuller details, I would sug- 
gest you write to Ansco, Bingham- 
ton, N.Y., who may have more 
specific suggestions.. Incidentally, 
approximate exposures for the en- 
larger method are 5 seconds at 
f/22 with the 212 lamp, 10 seconds 
at £/22 with the 211. 

Patrick J. McGuinness (USAR) 
has a roll of 8mm black-and-white 
movie film “that seems to be Japa- 
nese and I am having a hard time 
getting it processed.” 

This is puzzling to me since 
there should be no trouble proc- 
essing any type black-and-white

High-Speed Switching 
Of Messages Achieved 


NEW YORK—The information 
systems division of International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corpor- 
ation last week unveiled the first 
commercially available system that 
blends communication and com- 
puter technologies to process and 
“switch telegraphic messages and 
data at the extremely high speeds 
of up to one million bits per sec- 
ond. 

In addition to speed, a second 
featured attribute of the system, 
called the ITT 7300 automatic data 
exchange system (ADX), is its ver- 
satility. 

The ADX principle was devel- 
oped to fulfill a military require- 
ment for automatic switching, at 
extremely high speeds, of a great 
amount of message traffic varying 
from 60- and 100-word-per-minute 
teleprinter traffic, to data chan- 
nel traffic of thousands of bits 
per second. To permit exchange of 
traffic between the channels, dif- 
ferences in speeds and codes had to 
be reconciled, and provision had 
to be made for any desired num- 
ber of priorities of traffic. 


THE REQUIREMENT of versa- 
tility is met by use of computer 
techniques. The instructions that 
inform the switching center of 
where and how to route a received 
message bearing a specific address 
are not fixed by point-to-point con- 
nections within the equipment as 
is common in present-day telegraph 
switching centers. 

Instead, the instructions are in 
the form of a stored program. This 
includes the following: a “list” of 
all possible addresses for received 
messages; the instructions as to 
the steps to be taken with regard 
to messages having each of- these 
addresses; instructions as to prior- 
ity ranks for special messages; and 
code- and speed-conversion infor- 
mation. 

This stored program is read into 
the machine before traffic is in- 
troduced and is stored in the ADX 
in magnetic memory devices. By 
comparing the format of each mes- 
sage with the instructions in the 
stored program, the machine

Tactical Micro-Module Units 
Ordered for Front-Line Duty 


NEW YORK—A milestone in the Army’s micro-module program has been reached 
under terms of a $9-million letter contract awarded to the Radio Corporation of America, 
by the Signal Supply Agency, Philadelphia.

The contract calls for production 
of 8598 units of a frontline radio 
set—350 of which will employ 
micro-modules. This marks the 
first time the use of micro-modules 
has been specified in an Army 
production contract for tactical 
equipment. 

The 350 hybrid units will be 
operationally interchangeable with 
other units, according to Stanley 


W. Cochran, vice president and 
general manager, whose Camb- 
ridge, Ohio, defense plant will 


work on the contract. 

In April 1958, Cochran said, the 
Army Signal Corps launehed the 
extensive design and development 
program to provide the military 
with a broad production potential 
for miniaturized electronic com- 
ponents. 

“This first order for tactical 
equipment employing micro- 
modules is small, but significant, 
for it is an indication of the 
Army’s continuing faith in the 
micro-module concept and  pro- 
gram,” Cochran said.

THE FIRST TACTICAL equip- 
ment to employ micro-modules is 
a new transistorized man-pack 
radio set known as the AN/PRC- 
25. The battery-operated FM Re- 
ceiver-Transmitter, designed by 
the Army Signal R&D Laboratory, 
Fort Monmouth, will take the 
place of the current AN/PRC-8, 9, 
and 10 used during the Korean 
War. 

Compact and versatile, the new 
radio set is seen by the Army as 
well-suited to the type of ground 
action foreseen in any possible 








future combat from brush fire 
wars to general conflicts involving 
large numbers of troops. 

It is capable of communicating 
on 920 FM channels and can be 
used by all three combat arms— 
infantry, armor. and _ artillery. 
Smaller than its predecessors, the 
AN/PRC-25 measures 11 x 11x4- 
inches and weighs 17 pounds, 11 
ounces, including batteries. 

= * 

THE NEW FRONT line radio is 
capable of providing two-way voice 
communication up to 5 miles, With 
13 crystals controlling all channels, 
the new set never needs calibration 
in the field. This is a decided im- 
provement, he added, over current 
equipment which uses one refer- 
ence crystal and frequently re- 
quires calibration of each new 
channel used. 

Advanced frequency control cir- 
cuits and transistors give the new 
portable set the stability and reli- 
ability of much larger vehicular 
equipment. An added advantage of 
transistorized circuitry is greatly 
reduced power requirements. In 
previous equipment, about a third 
of the load was batteries,

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Savings & Loan Associations, 
Banks Confused by Public 


_ people seem confused about savings and loan associations, to the extent that 
these companies are often called “banks” by the uninformed. Savings and loan asso- 


ciations are a much more recent development than banks, dating only from 1831. 


main difference between the 
two types of business is that 
savings and loan associations — 
sometimes called building-and-loan 
or homestead associations — are 
hot permitted to accept deposits. 
Money put into them is new capi- 
tal and represents an ownership 


share in the association. 

Unlike banks, the savings and 
loan associations pay dividends in- 
stead of interest on the shares 
held.

THE PUBLIC confusion about 
savings and loan associations is 
probably due to the similarity 
these group bear to banks insofar 
as their buildings and documents 
are concerned. These similarities 
much to the annoyance of bankers, 
have even included the use of 
such words as “deposit,” “interest” 
and “withdrawal” in savings and 
loan dealings with the public. 

The law requires a bank to keep 
its funds liquid so that it can pay 
depositors cash if they demand 
it. 

Savings and loan associations, 
on the other hand, invest their

Details Outlined 


WASHINGTON — John A. Fo- 
garty, president of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board of Greens- 
boro, N.C., has stated that “it 
would be impossible for an asso- 
ciation investing in prime first 
mortgages to pay a dividend rate 
of much over 4 or 4% percent.” 

Fogarty, whose Federal Home 
Loan Bank performs supervisory 
and credit functions for member 
associations that are Federally in- 
sured, went on to“explain in a 
“Washington Post” interview: “Six 
percent is about the top mortgage 
rate” and “expenses run 1 percent 
and reserve allocations at least 
another half percent,” making it 
unlikely any association could pay 
a 5% percent dividend based on 
first mortgages investments.

Banks invest a large part of 
their funds in commercial loans 
and only a smaller part in mort- 
gages. 

Although savings and loan as- 
sociations are not banks, they 
are not really corporations ei- 
ther. Shares are not available 
from brokers and they issue pass- 
books instead of stock certifi- 
cates to their investors. 

The person who invests in a 
savings and loan association may 





not get his money back as fast 
as he would with a bank deposit 
or a share of stock traded on the 
New York Stock Exchange. Sav- 
ings and loan associations are 
able to stall customers who want 
to withdraw funds. 

However, the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corp. does in- 
sure accounts to a maximum of 
$10,000, and, according to the Na- 
tional League of Insured Savings 
Associations, more than 94 per- 
cent of savings and loan assets are 
Federally insured.

Medical Service Training 
Officers in Radiopharmacy 


WASHINGTON — The Army 
Medical Service is increasing em- 
phasis on training of commissioned 
pharmacy officers in the field of 
radiopharmacy, according to Col. 


Ralph D. Arnold, MSC, the Army 
Surgeon General’s pharmacy con- 
sultant. 

The increased use of radiophar- 
maceutical preparations in the di- 
agnosis and treatment of disease as 
well as their use in medica] re- 
search has created a requirement 
for the capability of local formula- 
tion of radioactive dosage forms. 

The projected operation. of 
atomic reactors at Army Medical 
Service research facilities and the 
increased use of-radiochemicals in 
the diagnosis and treatment of dis- 
ease has made this _ instruction 
necessary, At present, a limited 
number of officers are being 
trained in radiopharmaceutical 





techniques as a part of the Army 
Medical Service graduate training 
program in hospital pharmacy. 


In addition, it is contemplated 
that officers so trained willjalso be 
given the opportunity to attend 
courses in radioactive material 
safety and handling conducted by 
the U.S. Public Health Service and 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Officers selected for such educa- 
tion spend one year of academic 
study at leading civilian -univer- 
sities throughout the country and 
an additional year in a hospital 
pharmacy resident status at either 
Brooke General Hospital or Walter 
Reed General Hospital. 

It is anticipated that as the num- 
ber of officers prepared in this spe- 
cialty increases, the Army Medical 
Service will be able to operate ra- 
diopharmaceutical laboratories in 
the larger teaching and research fa- 
cilities.

diers a chance to testify on the 
peacetime readjustment legisla- 
tion,” Teague said. 

Proposals now before the coin- 
mittee would provide GI Bill educa- 
tion, loans, vocational rehabilita- 
tion, and mustering-out payments 
to peacetime veterans. Also under 
consideration is a bill to permit 
the federal government to make 
small loans to reservists who were 
forced to give up their businesses 
because of the mobilization. 

Teague said he had sent notice 
of the hearings to President Ken- 
nedy, Secretary of Defense Rob 
ert S. McNamara, the Small Busi- 
ness Administration and the Vet- 
erans Administration. However, 
the committee has not yet inform- 
ed the Administration of its inten- 
tions to conduct hearings at var- 
ious military installations. 

“We want to know what their 
plans are from now on,” Teague 
said. “Are they going to continue 
calling up reserves to meet crisis 
situations in the egld war.” 

Teague said he was planning 
much committee work this coming 
session. In addition to studying the 
reserves and their standing under 
present veterans laws, the com- 
mittee also plans to push for a 
raise in compensation for service 
connected disabilities. 

The issue in service-connected 
disability compensation centers on 
a proposed cost-of-living increase 
for the 1.3 million men now receiv- 
ing disability payments. The House 
passed this year a five to eight 
percent increase in these payments. 
The total cost for the first year 
alone would be $85 million. How- 
ever, the bill became entangled 
in the Senate with a measure deal- 
ing with reopening of veterans’ 
insurance. 

More controversial, committee 
officials said, is the peacetime GI 
Bill, which would give servicemen 
inducted since 31 Jan. 1955, most 


| of the benefits that previously went 


to wartime veterans.

LESSARD’S investigators said 
they believe the sergeant left the 
bus at Portland, Ore. Although un- 
certain of the man’s rank, they be- 
lieve him to have been a sergeant 
first class or a master sergeant. 

Three Greyhound Bus employes 
testified at the trial. A baggage 
handler stated that Lessard looked 
familiar — like someone he’d seen 
at the San Francisco Greyhound 
Depot in June 1959. 

A bus driver on the San Fran- 
cisco-Seattle run seconded the bag- 
gage handler’s testimony. In addi- 
tion, this driver as well as another 
recalled the unknown sergeant mak- 
ing the trip about the time Lessard 
claims to have made it. Neither 
driver would say definitely that the 
NCO was on the cited trip.

AUTHORITIES have established 
that Lessard checked into a Seattle 
hotel within 15 minutes of the bus’ 
arrival in Seattle the early evening 
of 17 June. The next day he rented 
a car using Mazeski’s identification 
and drove across country using 
Mazeski’s gas credit card. 

The prosecution charged that 
robbery was the motive for the 
murder since the school teacher 
was supposed to have up to $800 
on his person at the time of death. 
But, Lessard contends that there 
was less than $20 in the wallet 
when he stole it. 

To support Lessard’s claims, 
there are copies of credit card 
charges forged by him during his 
cross-country ride. They show some 
14 lubrications and oil changes. Les- 
sard says he did not actually 
obtain these services but in- 
stead got cash to buy food. 


Lessard’s investigators empha- 
size that “their sole interest” is to 
locate the sergeant. One of the in- 
vestigators, George H. Sutliff, ad- 
mits that his client has a “lengthy” 
criminal record. But he says that 
Lessard is entitled to a good de- 
fense and “we- feel that the ser- 
geant, if he can be found, will be 
of material assistance in_ this 
regard.”

IF THE MYSTERY sergeant does 
exist, he is asked to contact At- 
torney John F. Harper, 1255 Post 
St., San Francisco, Calif., GRay- 
stone 45441, by collect wire or 
phone call. 

Investigators also ask company 
clerks of units in the western states 
to check their records for the June- 
July periods of 1959 for any ser- 
geant joining the unit who might 
answer the description Lessard has 
given.

AST week this column touched: on the fact that the 
National Park Service intends to turn loose 20 park 
rangers in the Yellowstone with orders to slaughter 5000 


elk. It is contended by park 
will not adequately carry * the 
present herd. There is no solu- 
tion, they claim, but to go in and 
shoot off cows, bulls and calves. 

It is the con- 
tention of this 
observer that if 
the kill-off must 
be accomplished 
then let* it be 
done by sports- 
men. An elk 
outside the park 
on the Wyo- 
ming side costs 
a hundred bucks : 
for the hunting apne 42 
permit. And ASKINS 
you cannot hunt without hiring a 
local guide, a businessman who 
will cost you anywhere from three 
hundred bucks to a cool thousand 
for the 10-day soiree. On the Mon- 
tana side of the park the license 
fee is the same; and ditto the 
Idaho corner. Here, we have then 
within the boundaries of this sanc- 
tuary, at going prices, a cool half- 
million dollars in wapiti. The De- 
partment of the Interior plans to 
put 20 rangers to butchering them. 

The plan since last week has hit 
a temporary snag. The Associa- 
tion of State Game and Fish Com- 
missioners has raised a_ sizable 
howl. Kicked up enough fuss so 
that Secretary of the Interior Stew- 
art Udall, has for the time being, 
at least, held up the bloodletting. 
He will meet with representatives 
of the association. Meanwhile, the 
Wyoming Game Department has 
lodged strong protests and has 
asked that surveys and more study 
be made before the shooting actu- 
ally gets under way. 

Montana has also spoken up and 
has informed the park service that 
if it will trap the elk instead of 
shooting them that Montana will 
accept the game. 

* * - 

THESE ELK are the property 
of the people. They do not belong 
to any state and cannot be claimed 
by Wyoming even though that 
game department has asked for 
further study. We are in no posi- 
tion to argue whether food is so 
scanty that some 5000 of our most 
noble antlered game must be shot, 
We do contend that if these hand- 
some wapiti muSt be reduced then 
let sportsmen throughout the coun- 
try draw for a chance and then 
allow the lucky onés to go into the

The Yellowstone is closed at this 
time of year. There are no tour, 
ists there. The only residents are 
a handful of rangers and the wild 
game. The snows are deep in the 
high country and the elk, the en- 
tire herd, is now down in the lower 
reaches of this scenic wonderland. 
It would not be a difficult nor 
lengthy chore to go into the park 
and take an elk. No one wants 
to shoot an elk calf but the state 
of Montana has said it would be 


happy to receive any trapped 
game. The calves are easily 
trapped. Here is the logical re- 


distribution for these youngsters. 
. » . 


THE BONE which sticks in the 
park service throat is the anti- 
quated and thoroughly outmoded 
policy that a man with a gun can- 
not cross a park boundary. It is 
perfectly all right for the park 
ranger to carry a rifle and shoot 
40 elk every day but Mr. John 
Sportsman cannot even drive down 
a park road with his rifle disas- 
sembled and stowed in the trunk 
of the auto. 

The Yellowstone has a problem 
today. The game under the no- 
shooting ban has mushroomed un- 
til it has over-reached its food sup- 
ply. Now the jury-rigged stop gap 
is to shoot off a big portion of the 
herd. In three years time the herd 
will have once again gotten out 
of hand. These intermittent shoot- 
ing sprees—the park has done this 
before—are nothing more than an 
interim resolution of the problem. 


The’ sensible long-range ap- 
proach is to open a closely con- 
trolled and supervised hunting sea- 
son not only in the Yellowstone but 
in the other national parks as well, 
and permit the citizen owners of 
the game some sporting satisfaction 
in reducing it to those proportions 
which the range will support.

Cut into eight pie shaped wedges 
and put one teaspoon nut filling 
on each. Roll from wide side 
(lightly) and twist to form cres- 
cents. Bake for 15 to 20 minutes 
at 400 degrees. 

When cool, sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar.

Ingredients: 2 cups walnuts 
ground through coarse grinder; % 
cup sugar; 3 teaspoons butter; 1/3 
cup honey; 1 cup milk; 1 table- 
spoon flour; % teaspoon salt; 2 
eggs, beaten.

Q. I read last September that 
President Kennedy was to sign a 
bill releasing a certain sum of 
money for dividends to holders 
of Korean War insurance.

Bernard Lentz 


LARCHMQNT, N. Y. — Col. 
(Ret.) Bernard Lentz, 80, creator 
of the cadence system of teaching 
close-order drill, and who was re- 
sponsible for incorporating the 
chant, “Sound Off,” into “the sys- 
tem, died 13 December in the Na- 
val Hospital at St. Albans, Queens. 

“Sound Off’ was born in the 
spring of 1944 when Pvt. Willie 
Lee Duckworth, one of 200 retired 
soldiers hiking to Fort Slocum 
from Ardsley, N.Y., began to 
ehant, making up the words as he 
went along. Noticing the improved 
drill of the men in the next few 
days, Col. Lentz inquired about the 
chant and talked with Pvt. Duck- 
worth, Post musicians put the song 
on paper, and later Col. Lentz in- 
cluded it in a revised edition of 
his “Cadence System of Teaching 
Close Order Drill.” Before V-J 
Day, thousands of copies had been 
circulated by the War Dept. and 
in 1949 it received national fame 
as theme music in the movie “Bat- 
tleground.” 


A graduate of the U.S. Military 
Academy in 1905, Col. Lentz served 
on the General Staff during War 
I. His final tour was at Fort 
Slocum, where during War II, he 
was cOmmandant and in charge of 
training transportation officer. 
After the war, the post gained at- 
tention for its rehabilitation of 
court-martialed soldiers under the 
colonel’s supervision. He retired 
and began a career of song-writ- 
ing with such humorous tunes as 
“I Want My Mama Mellow.” 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. 
Edna Vosburgh Lentz, 39 Oak Ave., 
Larchmont; two sons, a daughter, 
two brothers and a sister. 





Stanley Rumbough 


NEW YORK CITY — Funeral 
services for Lt. Col. Stanley Rum- 
bough, 75, War I holder of the 
Legion of Honor, were held 18 De- 
cember at the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, with interment 
19 December in Arlington National 
Cemetery. He died 16 December 
at the Doctor’s Hospital here.

‘Morale 
_ Is High

WASHINGTON — Con- 
trary to some published ac- 
counts, the morale of Army 
Reservists and Army Nation- 
al Guardsmen-called to active 
duty during the current emer- 
gency is extremely high, Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet told 
President Kennedy last week. 

Van Fleet told reporters, after 
conferring with President Ken- 
nedy for 45 minutes at the White 
House, that “some rabble-rouser” 
had magnified complaints of a 
small group of servicemen. 

Van Fleet also chided Rep. Alvin 
E. O’Konski (R., Wis), who visited 
Fort Lewis, Wash., to check on the 
spirit of men in Wisconsin's 32d 
Inf. Div. O’Konski had said the 
Guardsmen lacked equipment and 
were not given enough to do. 
~ Van Fleet said men of the 32d 
Div. “rather resented some of the 
comments made by one of their 
congressmen.” He said the re- 
marks damaged morale and “were 
not representative of the actual 
situation. 

“He (O’Konski) went out there 


and got corrected by the men,” 
Van Fleet said.

VAN FLEET and Secretary of 
the Army Elvis Stahr Jr., went to 
the White House together to re- 
port to the President on the gen- 
eral’s survey of troops summoned 
to duty because of the Berlin 
crisis. 

Mr. Kennedy had designated Van 
Fleet a special consultant to Stahr 
on the combat readiness of the 
troops. 

He already has inspected divi- 
sions at Fts. Bragg, Knox, Lewis, 
Polk, Monroe and Jackson. 

Van Fleet told reporters that 
National Guard divisions are gen- 
erally at 70 percent of full strength 
and are being rounded out with 
fillers from unassigned men called 
back to uniform. He said that 
under the government’s policy, “we 
would not commit any unit to a 
theater unless it is completely 
ready for battle.” 

This, he added, takes time— 
about 20 weeks under the current 
program. 





Some Reservists 
Told to Simulate 
Winter Training 


WASHINGTON — Commanders 
of reserve component units on 
priority status have been given 
authority to suspend outdoor train- 
ing during the winter months if 
conditions are so bad that they 
threaten the health of the men be- 
cause of the lack of adequate mili- 
tary clothing. 

The Pentagon, in a message to 
the field last week, suggested that 
commanders instead simulate the 
training indoors. The Army recog- 
nizes that many of the Army Re- 
serve and Army National Guard 
units do not have the military cloth- 
ing necessary for cold weather 
training

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Airline Travelers Jolted 
As Excursion Rates End 


WASHINGTON—Many servicemen flying home for 
Christmas hit a rough air pocket last week when low-cost 
excursion rates for transcontinental air travel expired. All 
round-trip jet fares of $198 plus tax from here to Los 
Angeles went up to the regular $266.50 for coach flights, 
quite a jolt for one serviceman with a family of eight who 
called the Civil Aeronautics Board. 


The excursion fares were in ef- 
fect until 15 December, “and were 
based on schedules filed by Trans 
World Airlines, with the other 
major lines following suit. Thirty 
days previously, TWA asked CAB 
for an extension until mid-March. 
United and American Airlines, al- 
though opposing the fares as un- 
economical, also asked for similar 
extensions. 

But on 13 December the CAB al- 
lowed the bargain rates to quietly 
make a forced landing, and ordered 








an investigation of the conflicting 
cost figures submitted by TWA on 
the one side, and United and 
American on the other side. Then 
irate travelers from. thé East 
Coast began to call the CAB, many 
complaining they had received no 
warning that the low-cost fates 
might expire. 

Travelers’ flight plans “were 
fouled up by lack of a uniform 
policy by the airlines.
